NEW YORK AND BROOKLYN PEOPLE

Blue Book Is Issued in Brooklyn in 
Which Would-Be Society People 
and Those “in Subordinate Posi- 
tions ” Are Not Mentioned—Noses in 
Air as the Woman Compiler Passes 
—New York Scandalizsed by Long- 
fellow’s Grandniece. 

New York, Feb. 15.—(Special.]—Brooklyn 
has arisen to the social distinction of a blue 
book, which is supposed to designate the 
élite from the hoi polloi to those who are un- 
able to make such distinctions through lack 
of personal experience with the inhabitants. 
And thereby hangs a tale of bitter disap- 
pointments, painful heart yearnings, and ex-. 
treme anger. 

The book was issued by Mrs. Sarah L. 
Bliss, who constituted herself the censor 
and commissioned herself to judge who were 
the preferred and who were the unpreferred. 
There are aspirants on nearly every street 
in the city whose names have been left out 
and these are the ones who are saying that 
Mrs, Bliss is more of an annoyance than the 
church bells, which they have just silenced. 

There are 5,000 names in the new élite di- 
rectory out of a possible 1,000,853. This 
leaves 1,004,853 out in the cold. All those 
who are in the directory are proper persons 
who never eat peas with a knife at pink 
dinner dances; who shake hands on a level 
with their breast bones; who talk all through 
an opera, and who otherwise behave accord- 
ing to the usages of the great American 
aristocracy. 

It took three years to prepare the book 
and it cost $3—$1 a year. Five thousand 
were printed—exactly enough to go round 
among the blue-blooded ones. The hoi pol- 
loi will have to wait for the second edition.

In short, he thought 
if it were desirable to have scripture iy the 
schools at all it was best to have the Bible 
in its entirety. One difficulty, he thought, 
was the matter of what version should be 
used, and another what. interpretation 
should be made of the passages cited. 

“You will understand,” said he, ‘‘I am 
speaking for myself and not officially. for 
the church. I believe in morality, in ethics, 
and think a child can not have them brought 
before his attention too often or too strong- 
ly. But when we say this we tell but half 
the story. In my opinion certain questions 
are bound to arise and make any effort such 
as the one contemplated in the book THE 
TRIBUNE speaks of this morning something 
of a dangerous experiment. 


Ethical Ideas Are Good. 

“That a man should have ethical ideas, 
and b@ governed by the dictates of reason 
and morality is a good thing. Now, that it 
is possible to get up sucn a book as can sat- 
isfy all who are concerned in this matter, is 
quite another thing. For example, some 
people believe divorce, with permission to 
marry again is lawful. Others donot. The 
sanctity-of the home and the marriage state 
is the most important factor in the make-up 
of civil and national life, and is one of the 
greatest considerations in the question of 
morality. What will this ethical standard 
that is put before the children teach on this 
point? 

‘* We believe, as Catholics, the faith that 
Christ taught is necessary for salvation and 
consequently we cannot well conceive—in 
fact, we know that it is impossible—for any 
purely human assemblage of divines to sub- 
stittite anything that will supply that, espe- 
cially as we have no proof going to show 
these diyines have any authority to give 
such a substitute. Can anybody, therefore, 
give us a book of this kind bearing with it 
the weight of authority or one which will 
eventually prove to be for the good of so- 
ciety? 

“We do not believe a book can be gotten 
up giving the teachings of Christ on the 
gravest and most important question touch- 
ing Christian life and morality that will 
satisfy all. It must either omit them alto- 
gether or, if they are insisted on, the ques- 
tion must finally come, How are they to be 
interpreted? Once put that question and 
you might as well taKe the Bible itself and

Advocate of Chloroform. 


“I told Kochler I did not like to do anye 
thing of that kind, as I expected to get a job 
in a few days and wanted to live honest.

The above ticket was nominated yester- 
day by the Republican County convention 
at Battery D. With the exception of the 
County Commissioners, which were not 
agreed upon until 8 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, theticket was as given in THE TRIBUNE. 

John R. Tanner will get every vote in the 
Cook County delegation to the Republican 
State convention. Every man in the lot will 
go on record for him for Governor. 

The convention considered a resolution 
offered by E. R. Brainerd of the First Ward, 
instructing the delegates to vote for Tanner, 
and on which he demanded a cali of the con- 
vention by wards and Commissioners’ dis- 
tricts. The delegates from the city proper 
were elected at precinct primaries, the 
smallest political division. This was done 
s0 as to give the voters every opportunity 
to express themselves with regard to the 
nomination. Out of a total membership 
of 558 delegates in the convention 555 re- 
sponded in the affirmative on the motion to 
adopt Mr. Brainerd’s resolution. 


Three Negatives. ‘ 

The three men who went on record in the 
negative were from the Fifth Commission- 
ers’ district, and lived out in Oak Park. The 
roll-call was sailing along amidst tremend- 
ous cheering and applause when this trio 
came to the front. Mr. Cratty stated dis- 
Ainctly on the floor he and his tyo col- 
leagues had been instructed by the district 
convention that selected them to vote for 
Congressman Hopkins for Governor. They 
felt it.their duty to do so, although they 
liked Tanner just as well as anybody else. 

_ Jt did seem strange to see three men go up 
against the stone wall, but they followed out 
“the instructions of the d@strict convention 
to the letter. Their hearts were aot exactly 
in their task, but they took their medicine 

like men. Three out of 558. 

This gives John R: Tanner a solid delega- 
tion from Cook County. 

The resolution is stout enough so every- 
body knows what it means. It was not 
rushed through, but every delegate who was 
not for Tanner had a right to declare him- 
self then and there. It goes without saying 
Tanner is greatly gratified. Nothing short 
of a political miracle, his friends think, can 
beat him otit of a nomination. The indorse- 
ment puts an end to the claims of some other 
candidates who said they were going to get 
anywhere from fifty to 160 votes out of Cook 
County. Before many days, it is predicted, 
several of the candidates will realize the in-

Indorses Hertz. 


The convention by unanimous vote in- 
dorsed Henry L. Hertz for State Treasurcr 
and instructed its delegation to the State 
convention to vote for him. This was done 
ona call of the roll. Previous to this action 
Graeme Stewart of the Twenty-second 
Ward made the authoritative announce- 
ment Chris Strassheim would not be a candi- 
date for State Treasurer or any other of- 
fice before the State convention. Early in 
the day Mr. Strassheim had been talking 
with Henry L. Hertz and Mr. Stewart, who 
assured him there was no chance of his 
getting any votes out of Cook County. Mr. 
Strassheim canvassed the convention and 
became satisfied of the correctness of the 
information, so he withdrew. 

The ticket was-agreed on at a caucus 
held in Parlor B of the Wellington Hotel 
nirht before last. It began at midnight 
and wound up at 8:30 in the morning. The 
candidates for office were barred from this 
méeting, which was attended by the men 
from the various wards who had the dele- 
gates therefrom at their respective backs.

At 12:45 o’clock Congressman Lorimer, 
Chairman of the Committee on Credentials, 
made his appearance with a report. The

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credentials. The report read as follows: 

‘Your committee has investigated the 
evidence submitted in the contests in the 
following districts: Second Primary Dis- 
trict, Twenty-eighth Ward; Second Com- 
mitteeman’s: District, Town of Worth; 
Sixth Committeeman’‘s District, City of Ev- 
anston, the Fourth Committeeman’s Dis- 
trict, Town of Lyons, and finding the dele- 
gates holding the regular credentials are 
entitled to seats in this convention reconm- 
mend they retain their seats.” 

The report was adopted by a unanimous 
vote. 

Perry A. Hull then moved the temporary 
organization of the convention be made 
permanent and the motion was carried. 


The Resolutions. 

Then came the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions, which was read by Ald. Mann, 
as follows: 

“The Republican party of Cook County, 
in convention assembled, reaffirms its ad- 
herence to the doctrines of Republicanism 
as laid down in the national platform of 
ist? and prior years. We congratulate the 
country upon the prospect of a certain Re- 
publican victory, which will restore the 
leadership and control of the Republican 
party in national affairs, thus insuring pros- 
perity and protection alike to the laborers, 
the mechanics, the farmers, the merchants, 
and the manufacturers of America. We de- 
plore the present condition of poverty, Cis- 
tress, and despair caused by the destructive 
doctrines and the frightened, indecisive 
legislation and lack of legislation of the 
Democratic party. 

*““A speedy return to Republican leader- 
ship is no longer a mere partisan matter. 
It is a national necessity. 

“Our country has had an abundance of 
willing labér. It has enjoyed bountiful har- 
vests. Its mineral resources are unsur- 
passed. Its capital is plentiful. It has all 
the elements of prosperity and contentment 
lying in its lap, but now lying unused be- 
cause of Democratic imbecility. It only 
needs Republican success to cure the paral- 
ysis of Democratic misrule. 

“We insist ypon a sound and honest cur- 
rency in which every dollar will freely cir- 
culate upon an equal basis. 

“We demand an honest, efficient, and 
economical management of local affairs. 
We protest against barter and sale in the 
matter of criminal prosecutions. And we 
reedge the Republican party in Cook County 
to do its full share in restoring to the 
country, the State, and the Nation the wise, 
intelligent, and decent control of the grand 
old Republican party.” 

Mann moved the adoption of the re- 
port, and the convention, by a unanimous 
vote, made it the party platform. 


To Fill Vacancies. 

Ald. Mann then said the comittee also 
recommended the following resolution, 
which was also adopted without dissent: 

“* Resolved, That in case any candidate 
nominated by this convention shall die be- 
fore election day or decline the nomination, 
then that the vacancy or vacancies thus 
occasioned shall be filled by the County 
Central committee of the Republican party 
in thi: county.” ; 

Chairman Madden said the next business 
of the convention would be the naming of 
the delegation to the State convention, and 
the roll was called for this purpose. The 
country districts were not ready to report 
their delegates and were temporarily passed. 

Instruct for Tanner. 

After this order of business Mr. Brainerd 
of the First Ward moved the delegates from 
Cook County to the State convention be in- 
structed to vote for John R. Tanner for 
Governor of the State off Illinois, and upon 
that question the clerk was ordered to call 
ay of the wards and the country dis- 

ets. 

During the roll-call Graeme Stewart arose, 
and, addressing the convention, said in or- 
der that: there might be no misunderstan¢d- 
ing in regard to the matter, he was author- 
ized to state on behalf of Christopher Strass- 
heim that he had withdrawn from the race 
in the interest of harmony and the success 
of the Republican ticket. Everything went 
well until the Fourth Country. District was 
reached, and Chairman Daniel Munn voted 
the delegates from that district solidly for 
Tanner.

him.

CLEW TO THE MURDER. 


COACHMAN FOUND WHO DROVE 
PEARL BRYAN TO HER DEATH. 


Curiously Enough, His Name Is Jack- 


son, and He May Be the Means of 
Fastening the Crime Upon Scott 
Jackson—He Is a Colored Man of 
Integrity and Voluntarily (Con- 
fesses—Tells the Story of the Mid- 
night Drive and Ydentifies Walling. 
Cincinnati, O.,° Feb. 15.—The strongest 
link in the chain if evidence against the two 
murderers of Pearl Bryan made its appear- 
ance this afternoon. George H. Jackson, 
private coachman for Maj. Widdefield, on 
McGregor avenue, Mount Auburn, revealed 
the story. He cailed on Police Officer Ed 
Swain, who was passing by where he was 
working, and asked him if the head of that 
dead girl had yet been found. He learned 
that it was not yet found. | 


Hie then asked the officer if they had found 
the cabman and was told no. Again he 
asked if they should find the cabman 
whether he would be held as a participant 
in the crime along with the murderers. He 
was told very likely not: that it depended 
upon circumstances. Jackson then said he 
would like to see the Chief of Police; perhaps 
he could tell him something. Officer Swain 
told him to report at the headquarters of 
the police in Mount Auburn tonight at 8 
o'clock, which he did. Meantime he told his 
Story to Officer Swain and also to Lieut. 
Thornton of the Mount Aubern police. To- 
night he was brought before the Mayor and 
there told the same story. A remarkable 
feature in the whole examination was the 
exact correspondence of the stories he told 
to the police officers and the Mayor. 


Confession of the Coachman. 

George H. Jackson is drill-master und 
Commander of the Caldwell Guards. a col- 
ored company in thiscity. On Friday night, 
Jan. 31, he was drilling them until midnight. 
He went out afterward, and was standing 
a moment at the corner of George and Elm 
streets, in the Tenderloin district of this 
city, when a tall, dark-haired man, wearing 
a corduroy cap, came up and said to the 
company of bystanders: ‘“‘ Do any of you 
fellows want to make #5 for driving a car- 
riage tonight?’’ Jackson accepted the offer. 
He has been a carriage driver all ‘his lite. 
Presently a square-boxed surrey was driven 
down to where he was and he was tol: tnat 
was the carriage. He was fnvited to the 
seat and a man with a corduroy cap, smooth 
face, and dark mustache took a seat beside 
him. He told him there was a doctor and a 
sick lady inthe carriage that they were 
Suing to take over to Newport, and he would 
show him how to drive. They drove down 
Elm street to Third, on Third to Broadway, 
down Broadway to the Newport bridg», and 
crossed over into Newport. There was a 
curtain in the surrey at the backs of the 
driver, so that Jackson could not see whe 
was in the inside, but he heard the voice of a 
man and “‘the funny noise made by a 
woman.” 

Revolver Placed at His Head. 

After driving through Newport he became 
alarmed and wanted to jump off. This was 
after midnight and no one was on the stree:. 
so that he could make an alarm, but he was 
very much frightened. The man on the 
seat beside him put a revolver to his head 
and said: ‘*‘ You drive that horse or I'll 
make an end of you very quickly.”’. 

The horse was a large gray one, held a 
high head, and moved very rapidly, and he 


(+ was kept moving. The man on the seat 


with him took his name and his residenc« 
and learned all about him and said: “ I? 
you ever say anything about this we will 
And if we get into any trouble we 
have friends on the outside who would fol- 
low you up and kill you.”” Jackson says: 
“TI believe they have been following me, 
It may be imagination, but I think I have 
been followed ever since these men have 
been in jail. I had never driven out on that 
road before. 

‘‘The man on the seat directed me how to 
It was a very crooked road. We came 
out at last, where they told me to _ stop. 
There were some thickets nearby. They 
said the house where the woman was to go 
was not very far away. They would take 
her across there and would whistle when 
they were ready to go back. They told me 
to turn the horse around and wait for them. 
The man in the surrey got out first and 
helped the woman. She leaned on him 
heavily, and as she walked along dragged 
her feet. It was too dark for me to see anv- 
thing. The man who got out of the surrey 
was not as tall as the man who sat by me. 
That man got off his seat and assisted in 
taking the woman away in the darkness. 

Heard Noise of the Murder. 

“T looked for a hitching block and ex- 
pected to find a round one, instead of that 
I found a piece of railway raii ebout a foot 
long, with two holes in it. I hitched the horse 
to that and waited a little while. I hearda 
very queer noise, something like scuffling in 
the leaves, along with a noise that I can’t 
describe, that I think was made by a woman. 
It sounded like a woman’s cry in distress. 
I remembered the strange noises that the 
woman had been making all the way out. 
The noise that I heard in the thicket fright- 
ened me, and I ran away as hard as I could 
run. I got home on foot about 4:30 o'clock 
in the morning. 

‘‘T didn’t see anything more of them. 
When I heard of this murder I thought it 
must be the same case. I. was afraid to talk 
on account of the threats made. At last f 
thought I ought to talk about it and tell all 
I knew. I did not see any of these parties, 
either the men or the woman, so that I could 
recognize their faces. The man on the seat 
behind me had a big overcoat on him and I 


All three wore dark clothing and the woman 
wore a veil over her face. Before I started 
from Cincinnati the carriage was driven to 
me closed all around, at the corner of George 
and Elm streets.”’ 

This man described the surrey as having 
a sort of coupe in the front part of a square 
box, so as to permit the vehicle to make short 
turns. He said the horse was very iarge 
and was very spirited. He went freely and 
very rapidly; that the surrey was closed all 
the way out with the curtains, and that the 
moaning of the woman never ceased. 


Walling I« Positively Identitied. 


At midnight George H. Jackson was taken 
to the jail and picked out Jackson and Wall- 
ing among thirty other prisoners. He first 
went to Walling, looked up and down from 
head to foot in front and all around him, 
then stepped out in front of him and said: 
‘Tl am sure this is the man who sat on the 
seat with me.”” Then headded: ‘“ If l could 
hear his voice I could tell better.”” Walling 
was bidden to speak and to repeat the 
threats that he is alleged to have made to 
the negro. The negro said: ‘* That’s his 
voice, only it is a little stronger.”’ 

As to Jackson, he went around and se- 
lected several men that seemed to be about 
Jackson’s size. He said: “I did not see 
this man, except when he got out of the 
carriage in the darkness, and I only know 
about his size; bring him up by this other 
man.”’ 

Jackson was brought up by Walling. The 
negro said: “‘ This looks like the other man. 
I’d like to hear his voice. I can’t be sure 
about this man. That sounds very much 
like the voice of the man who told me to 
turn the carriage around and who helped 
the woman out, only it was a great deal 
harsher.” 

Jackson blushed a trifle and Walling 
seemed very nervous.

Madrid’s Aerolite Historic. 

A well-informed writer devotes a column 
of remarks on the recent aerolite explosion 
in Madrid in today’s Standard. He says it 
will become historical on account of the fact 
that it was a full scale aerolite, and because 
of the consequences of its explosion. The 
shock was felt at Guadalajara, thirty-four 
miles from the capital, and the explosion 
was witnessed as far away as Biarritz, 
France, before the aerolite underwent disin- 
tegration and showered pieces down at Log- 
ron and at Burgos, setting fire to two houses 
at Logron. 

The largest modern Krupp shell produces 
an effect not to be measured beside the 
effect of the aerolite—which convulsed the 
barometer, gave all Madrid a sensational 
ecrthquake, and had the energy of the ex- 
plosion of a large powder magazine. 

What is an aerolite? Sir Robert Ball an- 
swers the question best. 

“ At a remote period,’ he says, “ they 
were shot out by a terrestrial volcano when 
the latter was more powerful than now, 
and escaped to such a distance that the at- 
traction cf the earth failed to retain them.”’ 


Jealousy in the Cabinet.

Strictest Supervision.

Havana, Feb. 15.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 

New York Journal.}]—There has been some 
confusion among correspondents of Amer- 
ican papers over the true meaning of the 
new regulations understood to abolish the 
censorship. It was for some time today be- 
lieved at the cable office the order was that 
any correspondent could send what he 
pleased provided he filed over his own signa- 
ture attached a copy of his dispatch in 
Spanish. 

In conversation this afternoon Gen. Weyler 
did not seem to approve precisely the inter- 
pretation put upon his new policy by the 
correspondents generally. The object of the 
Governor in making a change seemed to be 
to hasten the sending of authorized news, 
and it was therefore concluded to simplify 
the censorship. There appeared to be some 
reliance placed upon the honor of the cor- 
respondents in case they were allowed to 
send matter without supervision. Indeed, 
the business question of forwarding the 
news is not yet conclusively arranged in de- 
tail. 

It is the Governor-General’s understanding 
that the censor still has charge of the war 
news, and if any one is pleased to write 
about politics the production is referred to 
the Secretary of the Government. 

The Governor said this afternoon that he 
desired the correspondents of American 
newspapers to be enabled to communicate to 
their journals all their news by the speediest 
methods, but that what was grossly untrue 
could not be permitted, as he did not wish 
any inquiries made by his own government 
about alleged intelligence of fighting affairs 
of which they had heard nothing from him 
and that were probably without foundation. 

When asked whether the rumor that he 
was about to take the field and would do so 
tomorrow or next day was true, he said it 
was not. He could only take command at 
the front when he had perfected the organ- 
ization of his armies. 


GEN. WEYLER TAKES NO PRISONERS, 


Kansas Lawyer Returns from the Pa- 
triot Armies After Capture, 
Emporia, Kas., Feb. 15.—[{Special.}— 
Charles Christy of Waverly, Kas., a young 
lawyer well-known here, has just arrived 
home from Cuba, where he was a prisoner. 
He, with 400 others, were captured in one 
of the battles near Havana. All but he and 
fifteen other Americans were lined up and 
shot. The American Consul saved him and 
his countrymen. Christy is an enthusiastic 
Cuban patriot and asserts the insurgents 
have everything on the island except 
Havana, and it will soon fall. He also says 
that since the new Spanish General has 
taken command no prisoners are taken. 


CAPT. MANNIX EXPELLED FROM CUBA 


American Newspaper Correspondent 
Leaves the Island Upon Compulsion. 
Havana, Feb. 15.—Capt. W. F. Mannix, 

correspondent in Cuba for an American 
military journal, and representative of sev- 
eral American newspapers, has after con- 
siderable diplomatic correspondence been 
forcibly expelied from Cuba. He left the 
island today on the steamer Olivette.

SAYS NANSEN THE EXPLORER IS SAFE 
Report from Archangel Appears te 
Confirm an End of the Story. 

London, Feb. 15.—The British Consul at 
Archangel, capital of the Russian Govern- 
ment of that name, telegraphs confirming 
the report that Dr. Nansen is safe and re- 
turning from the north pole. 

The news of Dr. Nansen’s success has cre- 
ated intense interest in thiscity. The report 
received from Irkutsk, Siberia, was general- 
ly discredited at first, although more faith 
was placed in it than in the previous rumors 
which have reached London during the last 
twelve months, The dispatch from the Brit- 
ish Consul at Archangel is regarded as con- 
clusively showing that the Norwegian ex- 
plorer is homeward bound, even if he has not 
discovered the pole. 

Dispatches received here from different 
parts of the continent indicate the same in- 
terest in the news from the North is mani- 
fested throughout Europe, and it is also 
generally credited at the European capitals, 
although even Dr. Nansen’s wife and rela- 
tives did not believe the announcement 
which came through Kouchnareff, the agent 
of Dr. Nansen near the mouth of the Lena 
River, residents of which locality frequently 
visit New Siberia. 

Later advices say that news of Dr. Nan- 
sen’s safety was sent by Kandaroff, the 
local Russian official in the Yakutsch re- 
gion, who was a member of the Siberia- 
hoffs expedition. 

Believe at Least Nansen Is Safe. 

Dr. Nordenskjold, who is in Christiania, 
is inclined to believe the news of Dr. Nan- 
sen’s safety, at any rate, even if it is not true 
that he has succeeded in discovering the 
ncerth pole. 

According to the opinion of arctic experts 
here, when the Fram left Kara Sea in 1893 
it may have found the sea northwards free 
of ice and pushed on until it was locked in. 
They add that it may then have been al- 
lowed to drift until the expedition came to 
land around the pole, and that Dr. Nansen 
and his party may have returned in sledges 
to the Siberian Islands. 

At the Siberian Islands it is believed Dr. 
Nansen and his party may have been stopped 
by the broken ice. 

Dr. Nansen wrote to Baron Toll from 
Yugoro Straits, saying he expected to return 
to Koteny, Siberian Islands, where dogs have 
been awaiting him. 

Mr. Scott Keltie, a member of the Royal 
Geographical Society and the agent of Dr. 
Nansen in England, in an interview today 
said he was surprised ‘that he had not re- 
ceived a telegram from Dr. Nansen, but he 
thought ft probable that the explorer had 
returned after reaching the pole. He added, 
however, that he did not know exactly how 
Dr. Nansen would prove he had been there 
except by his report and observations. 


ADDS LITTLE TO ORIGINAL REPORT. 


Gen. Greely and Other Explorers Ex- 
plain Why They Doubt It. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—The reported 
confirmation from Archangel of the report 
of the return of Nansen, the seeker after the 
north pole, does not really amount to a con- 
firmation in. the opinion of Gen. Greely and 
of Lieut. Scheutz. 

“This confirmation,” said the latter, “ of 
the IrKutsk story from Archangel is as if we 
had a telegram from Portland, Me., confirm- 
ing a story from Sandy Hook.”

SALE OF DOWN-TOWN PROPERTY. 


H. B. Peabody Pays $275,000 for No. 265 
Dearborn Street. 


Francis Bartlett of Boston through W. 
H. Cairnduff & Co., yesterday sold the Boyls- 
ton Building, Nos. 265 to 269 Dearborn 
street to H. B. Peabody for $275,000. The 
property consists of a six-story office build- 
ing, having a frontage of seventy-one feet 
in Dearborn street and a like frontage in 
Plymouth place, with a depth of seventy 
feet from street to street. While the im- 
provements are in fair condition they are 
old and do not figure very largely in the 
transaction, being useful only to carry the 
property along until conditions warrant its 
improvement. 

Not considering the improvements this 
would make a froft foot valuation in Dear- 
born street of $3,873, or valuing the improve- 
ments at $25,000, which they are probably 
worth, would make the Dearborn street 
frontage $3,521 a foot. It is a cash transac- 
tion. The frontage is sufficient te be profit- 
ably improved independently of adjoining 
property. 

Mr. Peabody declined to buy this prop- 
erty in 1883 at $95,000. Mr. Bartlett bought 
it in 1889 for $175,000, and it is a better pur- 
chase today at $275,000. In support of this 
last proposition it is quoted that a con- 
servative authority valued the 100 feet at 
the northeast corner of Dearborn and Van 
Buren streets, only fifty feet south of this 
property, at $7,000.a front foot. This valu- 
ation’ was made in connection with an issue 
of bonds on the sixteen-story Fischer Build- 
ing now being erected on the property.

Mr. Edouard Remenyi, the violinist, who

While the lower 
register of Miss Rose’s voice is of good qual- 
itv it lacks beyond that the eveness of which 
training would seem likely to make it cap- 
able. Mr. Richards’ selections were by 
Shields and Osgood and concluded with a 
Mozart aria from “ I] Flauto Magico.”

OFFICE EFFECTS. 


Information Necessary Has Been Ob- 
tained in Chicago and Work will 
Be Done Some Saturday—Demoli- 
tion of the Old Building Will Fol- 
low Fast and Plans and Specifica- 
tions for the New One RBegun—Cool- 
idge Likely to Be the Man. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—{Special.j— 

_ ™ As soon as we can get the necessary infor- 
mation from a computer sent to Chicago,” 
gaid Supervising Architect Aiken today, 
“we will make arrangements for the dem- 
olition and removal of the present public 
building. While nothing has been definitely 
determined upon in regard to the special 
architect for the new building it is quite 
likely that Mr. Coolidge will be chosen for 
this position. He has gone to Buffalo, where 
he has some work under contract, and there 
are matters of a personal nature which will 
require his presence in Chicago before he 
can enter into a contract with the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

“After the old building at Chicago has 
been disposed of we shall begin the prepara- 
tion of specifications and plans for the new 
structure. A supervision of this work will 
require Mr. Coolidge to spend considerable 
time here and in Chicago, but he has made 
arrangements by which his private interests 
may be looked after in Chicago while he is 
engaged in this work for the government. 

“After satisfactory terms have been 
agreed upon between the Secretary of the 
Treasury and himself he will drrange it so 
that he can come to Washington and put 
the affairs of the Chicago public building on 
a working basis.’’ 


Inspector Powell of the Architecture T'e- 
partment at Washington was in Chicago 
yesterday, and secured data necessary for 
the direction of the moving of the Postofltice 
to the temporary building, which will be 
in readiness by the middle of next month. 
The moving will be carefully planned, as 
the business of the office cannot be stopped. 
Some Saturday will be selected for the event, 
and the various departments will begin to 
move as soon as the day’s business is fairly 
over. While removing from the old building 
work will be in progress at both places, and, 
with. a Sunday intervening, the office will 
be ready for business in all departments on 
the following Monday morning.

Assistant Secretary of State Has Had 
a Wide Experience. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
William Woodville Rockhill of Maryland, 
who becomes Assistant Secretary of State 
‘to succeed Mr. Uhl, the Ambassadorto Ger- 
many, has a record which unfortunately is 
not common in the American State Depart- 
ment, inasmuch as he has wide experience 
with diplomatic methods all over the world. 
‘He was appointed Second Secretary of Lega- 
tion at Fekin in 1884, at a time when there 
was absolutely no mixing of Chinese with 
foreigners, not one of the legation people 
being allowed to set foot inside the palace 
or an eye on the sacred person of the Em- 
peror. At that time, when the Emperor of 
China went to pray at the tomb of his an- 
cestors, criers were sent through the streets, 
and it would have been death to any Amer- 
ican to have been seen while the procession 
was passing.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—[{Special.}-- 
Unmistakable evidence has been furnished 
of the fulfillment of the prophecy that a gov- 
ernment loan issued on a popular basis 
would bring out gold which has been hoarded 
for years.

Its dimensions are 
260x180 feet, with a comfortable seating 
capacity of 12,000. The speakers’ stand, or 
platform, will occupy the center of one of 
the long sides, and a gallery for spectators 
will completely .encircle the building. The 
press stands will be on both sides of the plat- 
form, so the reporters and correspondents 
can see and hear everything that goes on. 
For that matter, they will not have the 
slightest advantage over the spectator in 
the remotest corner of the gallery, because 
the acoustic properties of the building are 
going to be so delicately arranged as to 
afford the greatest possible advantages in 
this line. 

Delegates and alternates will occupy seats 
immediately in front of the platform, and 
tiers of raised benches in circular form will 
occupy the rest of the first floor and will be 


| indiscriminately assigned to ticketholders. 


There will be entrances and exits on each 
side of the building. One door will admit 
persons who have seats on the platform, an- 


| other on the same side will admit to the press 
| stands, and on the side opposite the plat- 
form will be entrances and exits for dele- 


gates, while spectators will be admitted 
through doors specially provided. 

The material of which the building is to be 
made has not yet been definitely determined, 
though either lumber or staff will be used. 
Architect Taylor says the exterior of the 
structure will be as ornate as the interior 
will be convenient and safe, and estimates 
that the total cost will not exceed $60,000.

WRITE A FOOTBALL BOOK. 


CAMP AND DELAND COLLABORATE— 
HARVARD AND YALE INDIGNANT. 


Say the Two Men Are Traitorsa—Former 
Rival Coachers in Close Friendship 
~Book an Exhaustive Treatise of 
Yale and Harvard Methods cf Play— 
Tell All They Know of Game-Trou- 
ble Between Universities Brings 
About the Work. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 15.—[(Special.}—Lorin 
F. Deland, head coach of Harvard’s football 
eleven, and Walter Camp of Yale are col- 
laborating a football book which promises 
to be a classic in its line. There will be 
three volumes. The first will be called “ For 
the Spectator,” and will have thirteen or 
fourteen chapters; the second will be known 
as ‘“‘ For the Player,’’ and will be the largest 
of the three volumes, containing in the 
neighborhood of twenty-eight to thirty chap- 
ters. This will be an exhaustive treatise on 
each position and how to play it, and will be 
a football education in itself for any one am- 
bitious to go into the game. The last vol- 
ume, while the shortest of the three, con- 
sisting cf only ten chapters, will be perhaps 

‘the most important and vital part of the 
work, as it will be ‘‘ For the Coach.” 

This volume will be of infinite value to 
other college elevens, as it will enable their 
coaches to study and follow out the methods 
which have been in vogue at New Haven so 
long, and the new theories of football which 
Mr. Deland has evolved and which have 
made Harvard's team conspicuous for their 
Strategy. 


Means a Great Deal. 

The fact that these two great authorities, 
leaders of the two warmest rivals in the 
football field, have been and are now in the 
closest relationship means a great deal 
more than is indicated by the mere fact that 
they are together writing a book on foot- 
ball, and the announcement cannot help cre- 
ate a tremendous. sensation both at New 
Haven and Cambridge. 

An old Harvard man who has been in the 
thickest of many football battles between 
the crimson and the blue, and who has ex- 
cellent judgment in all inter-collegiate mat- 
ters, sized up the situation very pointedly 
when yesterday afternoon he was told of 
this latest surprise. 

Suid he: ** Well, that will create more dis- 
cussion and talk than any other complica- 
tion in Harvard and Yale’s football his- 
tory. There will .be a tempest at both 
places. Down at New Haven Walter Camp 
will think he is in a cyclone, because the 
students there will certainly feel he is for 
the first time giving to the world the sys- 
tem and methods that Yale has relied upon 
to win her football battles for fifteen years. 

“Out at Cambridge the first thought will 
be: ‘O, this is another one of those clever 
schemes of Camp to get hold of what we 
know up here.’ And this will seem all the 
more reasonable because Mr. Deland has 
given us the-new things in football, which 
have upset the game from its old standard, 
and which Yale men have been eager to 
get hold of. 


Tell All They Know. 


** Of course some will say that Mr. Deland 
is telling all he knows of the Yale man, and 
that the Yale man is giving up very little to 
the Harvard man of what really amcunts 
to anything at New Haven. 

** Now that, of course, is one way to look at 
it, but as I understand it, and I feel con- 
vinced that this is the situation, both men 
have agreed to go the last point of what 


they know on football and put it in this” 


book. Personally, I think this is the great- 
est thing for college football that I have 
ever heard of, and is the keynote of the ele- 
vation of the relations between Harvard 
and Yale from a bitterly rivalry, marred by 
continuous and disgusting diplomacy, to a 
permanent relation in which the rivalry will 
be just as keen, but of a most friendly nat- 
ure.”’ 

To find out the exact situation, the writer 
called this evening at the residence of Mr. 
Deland in Mount Vernon street, and had a 
long talk with him on this latest develop- 
ment in the football world. During the con- 
versation Mr. Deland said: ‘* Yes, Walter 
Camp and I have been working together 
since about Oct. 10 on a football book which 
I expect will be ready in the late spring, or 
very early summer. We have had many 
meetings which have been most enjoyable 
to me, and our relations are of the verv 
warmest. During these months we have 


learned to know each other very, very well: 


and I have the greatest admiration for Mr 
Camp. That I should ever be associated 
with him in the work we are now doing ! 
never dreamed until! last fall, beeause his po- 
sition at Yale and mine at Harvard made 
such a frank confidence, and exchange of 
football ideas seem out of the question. But 
Harvard and Yale

In the Municipal Parliament. 

The Municipal Parliament of London de- 
voted this week’s session mainly to the elec- 
tion of a Town Clerk. The Selecting com- 
mittee named a good man from Hull, but the 
majority preferred another candidate who 
had been an official receiver in bankruptcy, 
and presumably understood how to keep the 
great metropolis out of debt. There wasa 
bitter wrangle over the election of the Chair- 
man, Sir Arthur Arnold being reproached 
for naming his candidate, but it was nota 
faction struggle over the spoils of office. 
Parties were,.divided and candidates were 
selected from a list of experienced officials. 
The question on which the two parties have 
not-been able to agree’*has been taken up 
by the Salisbury government. A second con- 
ference has been held respecting the transfer 
of powers from the London County Council 
to the local authorities in the government of 
the metropolitan district. 

London’s municipal legislators are over- 
whelmed with work, and the necessity for 
increasing the efficiency of the local vestries 
by broadening their functions is recognized. 
This is one of the most perplexng questions 
connected with Greater London. No sooner 
is it broached than-the inequalities of the 
local rates are pointed out, and various par- 
ishes threaten to retire from the conferences 
if a uniform tax rate be proposed. ’ 


New Hall Opened at Westminster. 

The great hall of the new church house 
at Westminster has been opened with royal 
pomp, and has been used this week by the 
two houses in convocation. It isa fine build- 
ing, designed by Sir Arthur Blomfield, and 
worthy of its splendid environment. It will 
furnish a center for work in the English 
Church. In honor of its completion a thanks- 
giving service was held in the choir of the 
abbey, and the “ Gloria in Excelsis’’ was 
sung. 

Mr. Gilbert’s new statue of John Bright 
in St. Stephen’s is not an impressive workof 
art. The sculptor has reproduced the ora- 
tor’s massive head and caught the benig- 
nant expression of his features, but has 
failed in the treatment of the figure, which 
is badly posed. The English people deserved 
a statue instinct with life and action, es- 
pecially after waiting seven years for his 
permanent recognition in the Houses of 
Parliament. , 

Lord Leighton’s unfinished work will be 
exhibited at the next academy. It is report- 
ed that his furniture, curios, and paintings 
will be sold at auction, His house and 
studio were enriched with many objects of 
great value, for he was an industrious col- 
lector. 

Lady Jeune’s Skating Party. 

Lady Jeune succeeded in emptying Parlia- 
ment on Thursday afternoon by giving a 
unique reception at the skating palace in 
Argyle street, which was attended by a dis- 
tinguished company. It was an attractive 
winter entertainment, with the galleries 
crowded with guests who were entertained 
by the graceful movements of skaters and 
dancers in the ring below. Another novel 
social incident was the ball given by Lady 
Hafsbury in Inner Temple Hall for the bene- 
fit of St. Michael’s Convalescent Home. It 
brought together a company of over 800. 

Peaceful Oxford is agitated with discussion 
over the question of complete recognition of 
women by the university. A motion will be 
brought before the congregation early in 
March that degrees be granted to women. 
Since Oxford and Cambridge have tactily 
udmitted women to everything but a degree 
it is not easy to understand why this last 
step should not be taken. Many meetings 
have been held and appeals and protests 
by advocates and opponents of the move- 
ment made. . 


Roentgen Rays in Hospital Practice. 

Brain photographs have not yet been at- 
tempted in England, but Prof. Roentgen’s 
discovery has been applied to hospital prac- 
tice in London. A medical student who had 
broken his fingers was subjected to the new 
process. The photograph of his hand dis- 
closed the exact position of the fractures. 
The results of this experiment were so sat- 
isfactory that the Roentgen appliances are 
likely to be generally introduced in hospital 
practice. 

The reports of Nansen’s discovery of the 
north pole are received with frigid reserve 
by Mr. Clement Markham and other British 
geographers, who do not consider it probable 
that the gallant Norwegian would have sent 
a; bulletin of so astounding an exploit by way 
of the Lena Deita and irkutsk. Last yeara 
ship was reported drifting in the ice off 
Northern Iceland and it was considered pos- 
sible that it was Nansen’s vessel. His ap- 
pearance off Siberia would indicate failure 
and retreat unless he had found a land ap- 
proach to the pole and had returned by the 
quickest route. 

Cyclists Want More Favors. 

When cyclists obtained an entrance to 
Hyde Park during the mornfng hours it 
was generally assumed that they would not 
be content. with the privilege granted them. 
Six months have elapsed, and they are 
already petitioning the Commissioners of 
* Works to extend the time for wheeling from 
noon until 2 o’clock. The restrictions are 
based upon the supposed danger of wheel- 
ing during driving hours, Experience has 
shown that great throngs of cyclists have 
frequented Hyde Park during the forenoon, 
and also that the roadways used by them 
at once became popular drives. What the 
cyclists would really prefer would be to 
have carriages excluded from their favor- 
ite course north of the serpentine. Since 
they mfist be mobbed by carriages during 
the forenoons, they want an extension of 
hours. When they carry their point they 
will wait six months and then ask for an 
extension of the time until sundown. 
Cycling has been a favorite form of recrea- 
tion this winter owing to the mildness of the 
weather. Even the Royal Scots Greys have 
started a club, with their commanding offi- 
cer as President. They are talking of rival- 
ing the Rifle Brigades’ ride to York and back 
by a military cycling tour from Aldershot 
to Edinburg. Another sign that cycling is 
becoming a British institution is the mount- 
ing of police on wheels. Seven County 
Councils have authorized, this policy. © 


Boom for Motor Roadg Trafiic. 

The introduction of horseless carriages 
and other motor vehicles will be facilitated 
by a government bill which will be speedily 
introduced in Parliament. No effort will be 
made to restrict the speed of motor road 
traffic, since. the ordinary law can be in- 
voked against the reckless use of road- 
ways. These vehicles, which are common

Finding Needles. 

At the Queen's Hospital in Buckingham 
yesterday a needle was euccessfully ex- 
tracted from a patient's hand by means of a 
Roentgen photograph after having eluded 
the ordinary methods of search for a fort- 
night. 

At Aberdeen a similar operation was per- 
formed, with equally satisfactory results. 
In this case the needle had penetrated the 
foot and caused intense suffering, with little 
prospect of extraction by ordinary means.

Roentgen Experiments. 


The revelations concerning the develop- 
ments of the new photography are multiply- 
ing at such a rate that it is difficult to keep 
pace withthem. Here area few of the latest 
results of Prof. Roentgen’s discovery from 
this morning’s papers alone: 

The British Medical Journal says the ap- 
plication of the new method to the purposes 
of clinical diagnosis is being eagerly pur- 
sued by leading members of the profession. 
Dr. Lodge, a leading specialist, has taken a 
negative showing the position of a bullet in 
a wrist, while another surgeon has taken a 
photograph showing plainly atrophy and 
bone changes caused by the wearing of tight 
boots. 


- A Berlin telegram describes the first opera- 
tion by Prof von Bergmann, in which the 
diagnosis was made by the Roentgen meth- 
ods. The patient fired twenty small pellets 
into his hand some time ago, and their posi- 
tion being ascertained by means of the new 
photography, they were promptly extracted. 
The famous surgeon in a subsequent ad- 
dress to his colleagues, while recognizing 
the importance of the new discovery, de- 
clared it would lead to a great abuse if every 
one who was enabled to discover the pres- 
ence of a foreign object In his body, which 
presence did no injury, insisted on operating 
for {ts removal.

Release of Waller.

The apparently universal impression in 
the United States then was that Mr. Waller 
had been persecuted in Madagascar, had 
been unfairly tried by the French court 
there, and that the United States had the 
international right to demand a revision of 
the court proceedings. In the same dispatch 
it was also first stated that France would 
consent to Waller’s liberation only as a mat- 
ter of courtesy. 

Ambassador Eustis now reports that the 
French Government is ready to liberate 
Waller immediately upon the promise of 
our government that no official claim for in- 
demnity shall be made. Mr. Eustis saw For- 
eign Minister Berthelot on Wednesday to 
arrange for the release of the prisoner, who 
doubtless will be at liberty within a month 
afterwards. It is admitted that Waller will 
be free to prosecute the French Government 
in his private capacity, but in the French 
courts. 

The action of the French Government is 
largely due to M. Hanotaux, lately the For- 
eign Minister, between whom and Mr. Eustis 
there was a warm personal friendship. 

Bayard’s Popularity Increasing. 

Ambassador Bayard’s popularity here 
seems to steadily increase, despite the un- 
pleasantness between the two nations over 
Venezuela. He will preside at the annual

Hungarian Millennium,

Festival Year's Opening: in Hungary. 

Hungary’s spirited determination to make 
her millennial celebration memorable in 
the history of the world, regardless of ex- 
pense, has already produced one very paln- 
iul side result. Among the numerous mag- 
nificent plans was one to found a museum 
of fine arts at Buda Pesth which should 
make the whole rest of the world green 
with envy, and the sum of $1,500,000 was 
voted for a start.

CREDIT GIVEN TO CHAMBERLAIN. 


His Prompt and Decisive Action in the 
Transvaal Causes General Praise. 

London, Feb. 15.—The stories of the coarse 
treatment to which Mr. John Hays Ham- 
mond, the American engineer and member of 
the Reform committee of Johannesburg, and 
other prisoriers have been subjected by the 
Boers at Pretoria have aroused much inter- 
est here. The promptness with which the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, obtained the release 
of Mr. Hammond, upon the representations 
of the United States Government, has been 
warmly praised, and he has been urged to act 
likewise in the case of tfie British prisoners: 

The Daily News and Graphic publish de- 
scriptions of the prison at Pretoria, and de- 
scribe a cell in this so-called ‘* Black Hole 
of Pretoria,’’ in which Hammond and four 
others were confined. It is stated to have 
been a hideous hole twelve feet square, 
swarming with vermin, having no ventila- 
tion or drainage, and presenting a sickening 
scene heightened considerably by the torrid 
heat. 

It transpires that an incident which it was 
at first thought might cause friction between 
the United States and Great Britain oc- 
curred in the Transvaal in connection with 
Capt. Heeney, an American, and one of Dr. 
Jameson's officers, who was handed over to 
the British authorities. Capt. Heeney, it 
appears, was placed on board the troop ship 
Victoria, now on its way to England, and it 
is said that the British Government is aware 
that the Captain was an American, and con- 
sequently explained the matter to the United 
States Ambassador, Mr. Thomas F.. Bayard, 
in order to avoid trouble. 

Inquiries made at the Colonial Office show 
the story to be true. But the official there 
who admitted it said that had it not been 
for the action of the British authorities in 
getting Capt. Heeney away from the Trans- 
vaal the latter would now be breaking stone 
in Pretoria. It was also admitted that Mr. 
Bayard had been notified of Capt. Heeney’s 


soil. This will possibly be at the Island of 
Malta, where the Victoria arrived today. 

The Colonial Office official added: 

‘*‘ We wish it to be clearly understood that 
we have not acted in an-unfriendly spirit. 
The government will extend all its good 
offices in the matter. Heeney was in a sim- 
ilar scrape in 1891. He got into trouble with 
the Portuguese at Mozambique, and at that 
time claimed to be a citizen of the United 
States, naturalized at Chicago. The British 
Government helped him to escape the conse- 
quences,”’ 


BUSY WEEK IN ENGLISH POLITICS. 


All the Foreign Questions Occupy the 
Attention of the Leaders. 

London, Feb. 15.—[{Copyright, 1896, by the 
Associated Press.]—Tnere is no denying 
that the last week has been a busy one in 
politics at. home and :.broad for the manip- 
ulators of British diplomacy. The Trans- 
vaal question took the first place in the 
Parliamentary debates, although the chief 
event in foreign politics was the baptism of 
Prince Boris, eldest son of Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria, into the Orthodox Greek 
Church, the significance of which is that it 
is generally admitted to be a prelude to 
Russia’s recognition of Prince Ferdinand. 
It also shows that Russia and Turkey are 
now hand in hand, an‘ this is proved by the 
fact that the latter country has already 
asked the powers to recognize Prince Fer- 
dinand. The powers will not oppose this 
request, as it settles a delicate question, and 
it is doubted abroad whether Russia will 
obtain the influence, in the long run, that 
it hopes to obtain through its influence over 
Bulgaria. The Pope, it is known, has been 
greatly annoyed by Prince Ferdinand’s ac- 
tion, and has declared that it excommuni- 
cates him. 

Jealous of Li Hung Chang. 

Considerable comment has been caused by 
the appointment of Li Hung Chang to rep- 
resent China at the Czar's coronation, espe- 
cially as it is connected, by rumor at least, 
with the reported Russo-China alliance. 
There ts a strong belief in diplomatic circles 


that Russia will try to use Li Hung Chang | 


to the full extent of the latter’s capability 
of being adapted to pushing the Czar’s pol- 
icy. But, on the other hand, thefe are peo- 
ple who think it probable that Li Hung 
Chang’s rival, Wung Tung Ho, the Em- 
peror’s tutor, wants to get him out of the 
way, and has caused the Chinese diplomat 
to be sent to Rusia for the coronation in the 
hope that Li Hung Chang will so seriously 
damage his reputation that he may pass at 
least an unpleasant hour when he returns 
to Pekin. 

Though the Transvaal question led in the 
Parliamentary debates, the Venezuelan 
dispute came in a good second, and some 
interesting remarks were heard for and 
against the Boers and boundary arbitration. 


Healy’s Masterly Speech. 
Then again, the speech which Mr. T. L. 


Healy delivered on home rule, which ques- | 


tion bobbed up as serenely as ever, is gener- 
ally conceded to have been the cleverest 
heard this session. It was in marked con- 
trast to the feeble, watery character of Mr. 
John Dillon’s remarks. Mr. Healy’s speech 
was a fine fighting effort and he repeatedly 
scored off the Conservative leader, Mr. A. J. 
Balfour, to the huge delight of the occupants 
of the Irish benches. 

The remarks of Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, the Liberal leader, proved satisfactory 
to the members of his party and his attitude 
towards the Venezuela dispute has been 
strongly commended by Conservative 
well as Liberal organs. 
arbitration reflects the general feeling of the

President Kruger Offended. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s speech on the Trans- 
vaal question produced an excellent effect; 
but the credit he has gained by his masterly 
handling of the subject from first to last has 
been martfed by what appears to be an error 
of judgment in publishing his message to 
President Kruger before it was delivered to 
the Chief Exetutive of the South African re- 
public, who only got a short cable summary 
from the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
briefer, in fact, than the one sent to the 
Cape by the news agencies. Fresident 
Kruger was greatly offended at this slight 
and replied curtly, resenting interference in 
the internal affairs of the Transvaal. 

Under these circumstances there is a gen- 
eral feeling that the imbroglio is in no way 
settled, and that the international side of the 
question is still susceptible of serious 
trouble. The publication of the Blue Book 
here and the White Book in Berlin shows 
there has been friction between Germany 
and Great Britain over the Transvaal for the 
last eleven months, and the shrewd attitude 
of Portugal in delaying making a reply to 
the request to allow German marines to land 
at Delagoa Bay until the crisis was over has 
given a great deal of satisfaction here. 


Interest in Germany’s Position. 


The English newspapers interpret the cor- 
respondence as disclosing that Germany is 
aiming to establish a veto not merely over 
the political but over the commercial union 
of South Africa, and there is a general feel- 
ing here that Great Britain must resist this 
pretention to the utmost. 

The speech of the German Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Baron Marschall von Bie- 
berstein, has somewhat smoothed the bit- 
terness, and it is thought to have been in- 
tended as an advance towards Great Brit- 
ain, especially in the case of his denial of 
any knowledge of refugees having appealed 
for German intervention. But this denial 
is .puzzling in view of the British official ad- 
vices to the contrary.

It is reported Cornelius Vanderbilt is inter- 
esting himself in the Northern Pacific reor- 
ganization plan. A gentleman well posted 
in the affairs of the Vanderbilts and 
who possesses the confidence of men 
high in the’ tinancial and _— railroad 
world, says there is little doubt the 
Vanderbilts are anxious to obtain control of 
the Northern Pacific, and the main obstacle 
inthe way of their getting it is its great 
bonded debt. If the property can be ob- 
tained at anywhere near its real valucit is 
reasonably certain they will secure it. 

J. W. Kendrick, General Manager of the 
Northern Pacific, and Receivers McHenry and 
Bigelow aré now in New York having a con- 
ference with the bondholders, with a view to 
the reorganization of the road.

BTRONG MARKETS AID IN PRODUCING 
EXCELLENT RESULTS. 


Bullishness Has Been Tempered with 
Conservatism and Nothing Tem- 
pestuous Has Been Seen — Quota- 
tions Are Rising in a Manner Ap- 
purently Sane for the Most Part— 
Week Notabie for Sustained Inter- 
ext—Sentiment Toward Better Times 


New York, Feb. 15.—{Special.]—Wall 


etreet has had activity this week, and ithas | 


been activity with strength. There has 
been nothing tempes*uous in the market, 
however. Bullishness has been pretty well 
tempered with conservatism. Here and 
there spurts have been made on bunco lines 
with quick signals of sharp declines. ior 
the greater part, however, we nave had ris- 
fing quotations in a fashion apparently 
wholly sane. 

The week has been notable not so much 
for the advances that have been scored as 
for the advances that have been main- 
tuined. Even of greater consequence 1s 
the development marked in Wall street 
gentiment during the week. It would be 
¢nsincere for any close observer of the stock 
market’s manifestations to affect to doubt 
that we have pronounced bullishness. It 
{js idle to mince phrases—we have a bull 
market. It has accomplished a vast deal, 
and it looks as if it were going soon to ac- 
complish still more bigger and better things. 

People who want to be bears in Wall 
street now have to pay attention to matters 
ghat are to be for the time beneath the sur- 
face. The bear factors are at the moment 
passive. There are such factors. They are 
not trivial. They are of overwhelming im- 
portance, or will be if once they get into the 
furious action that is possible. 

National Carrency Situation. 

Chief of them is the national currency sit- 
uation. There are dangers full of threaten- 
ing if ever the evil day of general public ap- 

prehension comes. Having at Washington 
substituted stupidity for statesmanship we 


are subject to sight draft demoralization.~ 


- All this is amply appreciated by nren of con- 
sequence in Wall street, but just now it is 
the fashion to ignore facts that are not rosy. 
Therefore the bullishness of the stock mar- 
ket is almost without drawbacks, The rank 
and file of the street are all enthusiastic on 
the hopeful side. Everybody today has been 
educated to buy, and the stage has been 
reached where a myriad of successful trad- 
ers are playing on the velvet of large accu- 
mulated profits—pyramiding, plunging, and 
showing prosperity. It is a novel spectacle 
contrasted by the course of affairs fashion- 
able for half a dozen years or more fn Wall 
street. . 

If the market for another month can goon 
as smoothly as it has for the month past we 
may even get an old-fashioned boom. This 
sort of talk sounds wildly enthusiastic, 
doesn’t it? Well, it is the talk of a host of 
alert operators who ordinarily are wide 
enough awake to all the difficulties and bear- 
ishness that can be hunted out. Commission 
brokers for the first time since 18U5 are do- 
ing businéss for old-time customers. This 
is not lacking in significance. It denotes 
that whatever may be the lasting quality ot 
the movement under way it is agreeable to 
the Wall street crowd, whose activity or in- 
activity makes a market satisfactory or 
otherwise. 

Reactions Must Come. 


Reactions, of. course, are going to come. 
A sharp one is due now. Whenever all the 
little fellows load up it is mightily tempting 
to the big fellows to make unloading fash- 
fonable. ‘Two or three frosty bits of news 
are hovering close to some of the sensitive 
plants of the market. A shake-up in con- 
spicuous quarters may not be delayed far 
beyond Menday or Tuesday even. But unless 
all ordinarily trustworthy signs fail there 
will be a demoralization not of a character 
to last long and not of importance enough 
to scare out the men whose work has given 
prices their\recent upward swing. 

Old rules do not work in Wall street now- 
adays. Fewer stocks proportionately are 
earried on margin today than ever before in 
Wall street history. The fashion now is to 
own something. Smashing lessons have 
taught prudence, to traders. Evidences of 
this crowd on all sides. And in it is a tonia 
of value greater to the market than any 
phase of old-time manipulation. 

Still, it must not be imagined that the 
maripulator is absent from the Stock Ex- 
change district. He is, however, vastly 
cruder than his predecessors were. He has 
a slimmer following. He tackles smaller 
gains, he runs more quickly, he no longer 
dominates. 


Industry Is Evident. 


But his industry is amply evident. Lately 
he has been trying with some of the indus- 
trials. He has lied General Electric stock 
up half a dozen points. He is busily trying 
to “‘ wash” leather trust into activity. He 
has a bamboozling game in tobacco trust. 
He is up to nauseating tricks in whisky 
trust. Perhaps it will be possible for that 
sort of “ financiering ’’ to go some further. 
I doubt it for the present at least. 

General Electric is not making any con- 
solidation with the Westinghouse company. 
Tt will not, it cannot. George Westinghouse 
is sane, and what possible use can honest 
management have for the empty shell? Of 
course the electric trade is improving, grow- 
ing mightily. But what’s that got to do 
with the General Electric trust? It has 
never once been a serious business proposi- 
tion; it never was anything more than a 
toy for stock jobbery, and the tales about 
General Electric used to serve the ends of 
a little clique of speculators in the stock 
market are of a part with stuff that is cur- 
rent regarding the other trust “ securities ”’ 
‘I’ve mentioned. 


Nice, Generous Souls. 


People who swap good money for such rub- 
bish are nice, generous souls who will get 
permanent investments. They may see 
‘some profits transiently. But every penny 

. they get in sight there will be profits lent 
only fag a little time. Probably the most 
ludicrous of all the campaigns being made 
to boost these stocks is that in the whisky 
trust! There you get bunko brought to its 
highest perfection. What humorous chap- 
ters there will be in Illinois’ public libraries 
‘when the biographers of Mr. Greenhut and 
Nelson Morris get down to business. 

The government bond transaction is no 
longer a factor in the stock marketis course. 
Apparently the whole street has ‘amiably 
agreed that everything of possible evil is 
out of the way. In some banking circles 
you can hear free and long predictions of 
free exports of gold to begin soon, but the 
rank and file of Wall street discourages such 
talk as unimportant. The brisk over-sub- 
scription for the bond issue will, according 
to the popular notion, soon show effects 
upon the investing sentiment of Europe, and 
we shall, it is contended, be shipping securi- 
ties and importing gold. 


Thought Is Cheerful. 


This is cheerful. Bankers say the other 
thing. however, though few of them are 
willing to*be openly quoted. Commercial 
conditions show some betterment. There 
was room for the change. More can be 
stood. Railway earnings improve. Econo- 
mies -are operating advantageously on every 
one of the big svstems.

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TALKS OF THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Mayor Pingree Tells Fruit-Growers 
Transportation Is Too High. 

Hesperia, Mich., Feb. 15.—[{Special.]—May- 
or Pingree of Detroit by invitation delivered 
an address here today upon the subject ofa 
more equitable system of taxation. He said 
several things that concern Chicago and 
addressed himself in particular to the fruit 
growers of Michigan, who constituted a por- 
tion of his large audience. Of the Chicago 
market in part he said: 

“The other day a relative of a North 
Dakota farmer told me the rate of freight 
by rail on wheat from that State to Chicago 
is 18 cents per bushel. There would seem to 
| be something.of a keynote in this fact for 
| you. Let us examine the market further 
| and as Chicago will furnish the example for 
| all, let us ask why your prices are low in 
' that city. Classes of consumers are as well 
defined in Chicago as they are in other cities. 
The millionaire class is small in numbers 
and cuts no figure in good or bad times, nu- 
mericaliy. ‘here isthe wealthy merchant and 
banking class that is limited in numbers, as 
also the professional class. Soldiers are 
there, too, but that fragment of the army Is 
small. The official class is also compara- 
tively small. These classes, inclusive of all 
who have independent incomes, are not a 
fourth of the population of Chicago. 

“There has been no important decrease 
in their ability to pay, and yet your Chicago 
market is bad, although there has been no 
restriction placed upon their consumption 
of fruits. The trouble lies with over three- 
fourths of the market of Chicago. About 
half the market of Chicago has been shut 
on you by some means. For you, as well as 
for the smaller business-men generally, the 
City of Chicago has lost half its great popu- 
lation. You know who the people are that 
have fallen off in their ability to pay for the 
product of the Michigan fruit belt. They 
are the men who work for wages. You have 
heard of the methods by which the impor- 
tance of your market has been reduced at 
Chicago, and the same is true of all your 
great markets. It takes a great deal of food 
to feed Chicago and that food must come 
from a distance... There are excessive tolls 
taken for the transportation of that food 
and I have already cited an important fact 
in that connection. 1 think the country 
should keep a more intelligent eye upon the 
city markets and know exactly who the peo- 
‘ple are who constitute the chief strength of 
those markets and assist in every way to 
stop all measures and to attack all exist- 
ing conditions that tend to weaken them. 
As for example, there should be more cur- 
rency available throughout the country and 
transportation should be under wiser control 
than that of mere managers of.transporta- 
tion companies for your good and the good 
of stockholders.”’

STREET-CLEANERS TACKLE DOWD- 
TOWN STREETS, 


Supt. Rhode Will Keep His Men at Work 
Today and He Expects to Finish the 
Job by Tuesday Evening~Emergency 
Shovelers Discharged to Make Room 
for Leborers on the Civil Service Com- 
inission Eligible List~=Must Report for 
Duty—City Water Bad. 

Supt. Rhode thinks he will have the snow 
removed from the business district and the 
streets cleaned by Tuesday evening. He is 
anxious to avoide a freeze. Clark street from 
Lake street south was attacked last evening. 
Work will be carried on today, The Ran- 
dolph street market’ will be cleaned this aft- 
ernoon. 

With the permission of the Civil Service 
Commission a new plan will be adopted here- 
after in employing men for cleaning the 
streets after a heavy fall of snow. Somecom- 
plication has been caused by the failure of 
laborers, whose names were on the eligible 
list of the commission, to report for duty 
promptly. Emergency men were employed 
in their place and the foremen were uncer- 
tain what to dod when the civil service men re- 
ported for duty after other men had been 
set at work. In one instance the foreman of 
a gang of street cleaners declined to receive 
civil service men who reported for duty. He 
told them they had failed to report on time 
un d their places had been filled. After some 
discussion with the Civil Service Commission- 
ers Supt. Rhode decided the emergency men 
should be discharged as fast as the eligible 
list men reported for duty. Hereafter when 
a heavy fall of snow comes the men who are 
on the eligible list are to report at the Ran- 
dolph street dump without notification.

Dr. Kennicott advises boiling all 
drinking water.

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Ff the silver ornaments here illus- 
trated the one latest made, and 
called the ‘“ President Madison 
medal,”” came to the writer sevefhl 
years ago; the other two more than 

thrice that length of time. All three were 
taken from Indian graves—the Madison 
medal from one close to the site of Muck-e- 
te-Poke’s (Black Partridge’s) town, near the 
mouth of a creek bearing his name that flows 
from the east into Upper Peoria Lake. Its 
obverse, or head, side is very bright, and its 
reliefs, especially the hair and cheek bones, 
are worn quite down to the general contour 
of the profile. The reverse is nearly as 
perfect in detail as when struck from the 
die and black with stains of the decayed re- 
mains from which it was exhumed. The 
pipe overlaying the tomahawk, like the 
grasped hands, means, as say the encircling 
words: “ Peace and friendship.’’ The disk 
is three inches in diameter and, with less 
alloy, its weight equals that of seven silver 
dollars. The hole near the rim is for the 
leather thong with which it was suspended 
from the neck of its wearer. 

These “ Madison medals’ are not scarce 
for their kind. The rarity ofthe one shown 
consists in the probability of its being the 
medal of “ Black Partridge ’’ and the same 
which he offered to give up to Capt. Nathan 
Heald the day before the Chicago massacre, 
Saying: “I do not want to wear a token of 
peace when, overruled by my band, 1 am 
forced to act as an enemy,”’ etc. 

It was not given up; nor meanttobe. But, 
in the highly figurative idiom of the Indians, 
this speech was intended as a warning to the 
personal friends of this chief, whose lives he 
wished to and did save at the peril of his 
own.

Now, who was the chief thus doubly hon- 
ored, as well by the last foreign King as by 
the.first native white ruler of his country? 
With nothing but the date of the Washinc- 
ton medal—1792—for a starting point, the 
writer set about to solve the riddle, and 
gives herewith the result of his research 
and siftings in narrative form. 

The British made a liberal distribution of 
medals among the tribal chiefs of the in- 
terior soon after the conquest of their coun- 
try east of the Mississippi. Within a month 
after it was given up (Sept 8, 1760) George 
IlI. came to the throne, to reign for years 
lack one of three long score andten. And 
hence about all the Indian British medals 
worn or found within the region named 
have his bust for their obverse. Replies to 
the writer’s inquiries of the numismatic cus- 
todian at the British Museum, London, 
show that, as with the duplicate in that col- 
lection, the George III. medal here illus- 
trated was struck with a die made either in 
1786 or 1787: and further, that many of them 
were given from time to time to noted In- 
dians whose infiluenceit, was desired to keep 
or gain. 

This date of die makes all its issue so 
many witnesses to the other fact that for 
near a quarter of a century after the coun- 
try had become the property of the United 
States, in. 1783, British subjects, mostly Ca- 
nadian fur traders, continued to distribute 
them among the leaders of the red man 
within our borders. In this way the rela- 
tion of the savages as “ the children of their 
British Father ’’ was prolonged, to the great 
injury of our Own trade and the constant 
peril of the border settlements. 

In the face of the treaty with which the 
Revolutionary war ended in 1785 Great Brit- 
ain refused to give up the military posts 
along our lake frontier. Oswego, Niagara, 
Detroit, and Mackinaw were held until 1796, 
giving the savages a hope which for ten years 
engaged them in most cruel wars to drive out 
the whites from the country. The torch, 
the tomahawk, and scalping knife were so 
severely felt in the outlying homes of West- 
ern Virginia, Pennsylvania, along the Up- 
per Ohio, and more specially on the Ken- 
tucky side, whither settlers had earlier 
come, that retaliatory raids often followed. 
Encouraged or supplied by traders from 
Detroit, Miamis (now Fort Wayne, Ind.), 
St. Joseph (near Niles, Mich.), Kith-tip-a- 
ka-nuck (at the mouth of the River Tippe- 
canoe), eight miles above, and Ouiatenon, 
as many miles below Lafayette, Ind., and 
at the Kickapoo or Vermilion towns, near 
the mouth of the Vermilion River, the sav- 
ages along the Maumee and Wabash were 
the most frequent and persistent offenders. 

Finally, Gov. St. Clair, having just re- 
turned from Kaskaskia to Fort Washington 
(now Cincinnati), decided to send a strong 
force against these Indiantowns. The main 
body, under Gen. Josiah Harmer, moved 
from the fort on those about the headwaters 
of the Maumee and Wabash that interlock 
near’ Fort Wayne, while another army, led 
from Vincennes by Maj. John F. Ham- 
tramck, was to move up the Wabash and 
attack any of the Indian villages on that 
river to which his force might be equal. 
Gen. Harmer did strike the * Ome ” towns, 
as he calls those about Fort Wayne, with a 
heavy hand, laying waste fields and villages 
for miles around. His orders executed with 
ample success, he gave way to the clamor for 
side forays in which his detached forces, 
surprised by an enemy alike wily and brave, 
were nearly destroyed. For this misadven- 
ture the movement is unfairly known. as 
*“ Harmer’s defeat.”

He ends his report saying that “ the Ouia- 
tenons, left without houses, homes, or pro- 
visions, must cease to war and find active 
employ to subsist their squaws. and chil- 
dren the coming winter.”

The case 
of the Wea Queen also shows that even 
among the untaught children of the Wabash 
their women took part in the councils and 
government of their people. 

These Wabash and Illinois country sav- 
ages had ‘“ never before seen the fifteen 
fires ’’—that is, it was there first council 
with the United States—and hence its coat- 
of-arms as engraved as well on the great 
medal that hung from the belt of peace, as 
on the medals given out on this occasion, was 
fully explained to them. They were told 
that the spread wings of the eagle “ gave 
protection to all friends’’ of our govern- 
ment; that’ the right foot of this eagle holds 
a branch of a tree [the olive] which with us 
[whites] is an emblem of peace, and that if 
peace was not to be had on just terms the 
bundle of arrows held in the eagle’s other 
foot meant that if war must come the fifteen 
fires were prepared for it.’’ 

The etching on the other side is a picture 
writing any Indian could read readily. The 
tomahawk thrown to the roots of the large 
tree, beneath which it is to be typically 
buried forever, and the lighted peace pipe 
extended ‘*‘ to the fifteen fires,’ as repre- 
sented in the person of President Washing- 
ton, are a promise of peace and security to 
the pioneer plowman and his cabined women 
and children in the background. 

The United States Indian Commission had 
twenty of the like medals at this treaty of 
September, 1792, but gave out only two of 


them. Nor was there any other treaty with 


these tribes, only cruel, retaliatory forays 
that ended at the great council fire at Green- 
ville, O., three years later. Among the Wa- 
bash County Kickapoos who signed the treaty 
at Vincennes, stillin manuscript, was “ Mea- 
Nach-Kah,” or “ The Fox.”” He also signed 
that at Greenville, this time as ** Ne-Migh- 
Ka,” or, as per his French name, “ Josey 
Reynard,”’ or Josey Fox. At still a later 
treaty, the one at Fort Wayne, June 7, 1803, 
conducted by Gov. William Henry Harri- 
son, he again signed, and soon after died, 
to be succeeded by his heir, whose only claim 
to renown was that he was a “son of Ne- 
Migh-Ka,” or “‘ A man on his feet.” 

His tribe, coming “ entirely under the in- 
fluence of the Shawnee Prophet,’’ and his 
brother, Tecumshe, in 1806 or 1807, “ reduced 
this son to a private man,” says Gov. Harri- 
son. Nor did they finally “ sell these graves 
of their ancestors ’”’ west of Danville until 
1819, when our government surveyors, the 
father and maternal uncle of the writer, 
among the number, were close upon the ad- 


joining village. 

Whose - village? Why, Ne-Migh-Ka’s 
[Josey Reynard’s]. And the British and 
Washington medals? They were his. The 
missing link was to connect him and them 
with a treaty in 1792. It is supplied by that 
at Vincennes, which Congress failed to rat- 
ify. Another fact, and but lately found, was 
wanted to -bar out the inference that these 
medals may have belonged to Ke-Sis, “ The 
Sun,” a noted Pottawattomie at that treaty.

Bricks of Petroleum. 
Bricks made of petroleum, solidified with 
sawdust and pitch, make a cheap and du- 
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N a high-fenced lumber yard behind a 
small carpenter shop standing among 
the hastily-built stores and hotels, rem- 
nants of ‘93, east of the Woodlawn 

railway station, lie the gondolas used at the 
World’s Fair. Ever since the White City 
was deserted they have been left at the 
mercy of rain and sun, but it jis more than 
likely that the coming summer will see them 
again bright with paint and carrying gay 
parties of pleasure-seekers, though Chicago 
will not be the place where they will bé 
found. 

At present the boats look little like the gay 
craft of the World's Fair year. There are 
twenty-six of them in all, three of them state 
barges, and they lie in big piles, more than 
half filling the lumber yard, which is not a 
large one. The boats seem much larger 
heaped up out of the water than they did in 
it, larger than their length of thirty-three 
feet would seem to warrant, for the smooth 
curves of the bow and stern and the un- 
broken lines of the sides give an appearance 
of bigness. Snow and rain followed by sum- 
mer heat have cracked and peeled the paint 
until they have become a mass of diverse 
cclors, spotted with black, and here and there 
showing the gray of the bare wood under- 
neath. 

The surprise those boats must have felt on 
experiencing their first snow-storm !s some- 
thing beyond calculation. They come of a 
race of craft which for ages has lived ina 
perpetual summer. They had no old whaler 
traditions to fall back upon, they had heard 
no stories of snow blasts and ice-nips, but, 
though the paint has scaled off and the boats 
look weather-worn, the wood is still solid 
and the seams tight and strong. Apparently, 
too, they have escaped the attention of the 
American small boy. 

Chicago Not Eager to Buy. 

The boats have been there so long that the 
people of Woodlawn have not only become 
used to them, but have almost forgotten 
their presence and regard them, with the 
rest of the Fair attractions, as things of the 
past.

Since the close of the Fair the company 
owning the boats has been living in the vain 
hope that the parks of Chicago would find 
it worth while to purchase them for use on 
the lagoons. The directors and officers of 
the company are all Chicago men, and 
though during and after the Fair they had 
many offers from persons desirous of pur- 
chasing the boats in lots of one or two, it 
seemed a pity to them that the city should 
lose the chance of acquiring craft which, in 
this part of the world at least, are rare. 
For a gondola belongs to a species of water 
vehicle which can be correctly constructed 
nowhere but in the country of its origin, 
No man can build one from measurements; 
neither has the plan of the New York Aldere- 
man, who proposed to get a “ pair ’’ for the 
park and “let nature take her course,” 
ever been successfully applied. It is a boat 
of a strong individuality. It is impossible 
for an artist even to paint one with success—~ 
all traditions that a bull-fight can only be 
painted by a man who has never seen ore 
to the contrary—unless he has lived with 
them and watched them grinding 
the painted posts of the Grand Canal and 
tumbled into them, and, if possible, tumbled 
out of them. Otherwise it is like trying te 
paint a swan from a telegraphic description. 
But apparently the parks regard gondolas 
as a useless commodity, for they have 
never taken advantage of the chance,

From Detroit a man was sent back. A 
cheap suit of citizen’s clothing was bought 
for him and a railroad ticket provided. He 
was the only one, but there is an amusing in- 
cident related of an exhibition drill in the 
fair grounds at Syracuse. Elisworth was 
drilling in the skirmish drill, and owing to 
the distance at which he stood two of the 
men failed to hear his usually clear and dis- 
tinct voice in one of the orders given. Asa 
result a blunder was made in the, until then, 
absolutely perfect drill. The Colonel was dis- 
appointed and -angry, and his reprimand, 
given the two delinquents in the presence of 
the company and vast audience, contained 
some words to the effect that the men should 
be “stripped and sent home.” After the 
drill was over, and at the armory, where the 
Colonel was in a crowd of enthusiastic ad- 
. mirers receiving compliments as to his finely 
. drilled company, these two reprimanded men 
appeared before him with no’ clothes save 
their underwear. They ‘ tooK the position 
of a soldier” and gtavely saluted. 

The Colonel looked at them with surprise 
and said: 

“What does this mean?” | 

‘We report for clothes and transporta- 


** Yes, sir.’’ 

yes; now Iremember. Well, boys, put 
on your uniforms. You need not go back to 
Chicago today.” 

‘One of these two men was Lieut. George H. 
Fergus of Chicago. He was with Ellsworth 
in the Fire Zouaves and with him at his 
death in Alexandria. Lieut. Fergus laughs 
heartily over the incident now, though it was 
serious enough then. 

The march eastward was one continued 
series of triumphs. The country was elec- 
trified at their wonderful drill. The press ac- 
counts of the day were most enthusiastic, 
and the militia'—well, the militia companies 
of the cities through which they passed 
would not drill with them, but most cordially 
acknowledged their superiority and were 
loud in their praises. Such “ allignments,”’ 
“correct distances,” ‘‘ wheels,’”’ ‘“ perfect 
time,’’ *‘ musket slinging,’’ “‘ bayonet prac- 
tice,” “ ground and lofty tumbling” were 
* most wonderful.” 

And this was from men and companies who 
had a short. time before laughed at the pre- 
sumption of a “ lot of young, green boys ”’ in 
wanting to drill in competition with compa- 
nies that had ‘“‘ Revolutionary ancestry ”’ as 
organizations! It was, indeed, compliment- 
ary. Their march was continued in triumph, 
and only one old company ever faced them in 
unife for drill, and that company—a 
_ picked one of the Seventh New York, under 
command of Capt.—afterward Gen.—Alex- 
- ar.der Shaler—was their escort to West Point. 
This drill was “‘ by special request ’’—only an 
exhibition, and not in any sense competitive, 
aa they acknowledged the superiority of the 
’ gouaves and voluntarily yielded them the 
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Enthusiasm in New York. 

New York City was reached by boat and 
the landing was thronged with eager crowds 
to see the now famous zouaves. They were 
received by a detachment of the Sixth New 
York, Col. Pinkney commanding, at Cort- 
landt street dock. The arrival of their boat, 
the Isaac Newton, was hailed by a salute of 
nine guns fired by a detachment of Company 
F, Fourth New York. The march to the 
Astor House, where they breakfasted, was 
greeted by deafening cheers and the cor- 
diality of their reception was assured. ; 

Breakfast over the line of march was up. 
Broadway to Union Square, down Fourth 
avenue to the Bowery and Grand street, 
thence to the Sixth Regiment Armory, cor- 
ner of Center street, where they were re- 
ceived with loud cheers of ‘ Welcome, 
zouaves,”’ by the thousands collected about 
the armory. The New York Bighth, drawn 
up at the entrance of the armory to receive 
the ‘‘ Chicago red breeches,’’ gave them 
“nine and a tig-a-ar” as they marched 
into the armory. When arms were stacked 
Col. Ellsworth ordered the men to acknowl- 
edge the welcome of the Sixth and Highth 
Regiments with their own cheer: ‘ One- 
two-three-four-five-six-seven — tig-a-ar — 
Zouave!’’ repeated three times with as much 
precision as appeared in their movements 
when the order ‘‘ Load in nine times’”’ was 
given. The men were then dismissed, but 
requested by the Colonel to ‘** keep limbered 

ip” for the great competition drill in front 
of the City Hail in the afternoon, when they 
supposed.they would meet a company of the 
finest picked *‘ experts ’”’ of all the old vet- 
eran militia regiments of New York City. 

They were disappointed. They drilled at 
the appointed time—to a large audience, but 
without any competitors. This drill is de- 

_seribed in Frank Leslie's of June 28, 1860, as 
follows, and their artist was “‘ on the spot,”’ 
as almost the entire pictorial space of the 
paper testifies: 

“It having been announced that the Chi- 
cago Zouaves would drill in the park at half 
a 2 o'clock, over 10,000 people assembled

Se a By hands and plaudits were heard. To 
oS of the spectators near the steps of the 
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City Hall they came into view before the 
head of the Sixth had marched to the front 
of the hall. After the eye rapidly passed 
over the familiar blue coat and white pants 
of our own regiment, the striking, gay uni- 
forms of the cadets with their flowing red 
pants, their jaunty, crimson caps, their 
peculiar drab gaiters and leggings, and the 
loose, open blue jacket with rows of small, 
thickly set, sparkling buttons, and the light 
blue shirt. beneath exposing the neck, all 
in the midst of the sober broadcloth of the 
crowd, entirely riveted the gaze of the spec- 
tators. As they came steadily into view they 
moved with the same unity of step and re- 
gard for distance and dress, but also with 
an ease of motion, a kind of dashing confi- 
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Now help came from an unexpected quar- 
ter. A request signed by a number of 
‘‘prominent citizens’’ came to Col. Ells- 
worth to allow his company to drill in the 
Academy of Music, admission to be charged 
and the net receipts to go to the company. 
Elisworth was not in favor of this from 
notions of pride. Some of the men, however, 
forced him to yield to the demands of their 
empty stomachs, and an acceptance was 
sent. In the history of the company he had 
ruled it absolutely, and now positions were 
for the first time reversed. 

The Academy of Music drill was in every 
Way a grand success—a crowded house (and 
crowds turned away) at $1 per head, a wildly 
enthusiastic audience, and over $2,000 as net

ured, in drill room parlance, *‘in one time 
and two motions.’’ Washington was reached 
Aug. 5; and the cadets were invited to drill 
in the White House grounds before Presi- 
dent Buchanan and a select company of 
Washington notables. 

At Pittsburg, Aug. 6, a drill was given and 
a beautiful and valuable sword was present- 
ed to Col, Ellsworth by the Duquesne Grays. 

{At the death of Col. Ellsworth this sword 
Was sent by the members of his old com- 
pany, then with him in the Fire Zouaves, to 
a most estimable young lady of Rockford, 
Ill., to whom he was engaged to be married.] 

At Cincinnati generous hospitality was ex- 
tended to the zouaves, and drills were given 
to admiring audiences. 
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from a tour marked with so many honor- 
able incidents as can those of your nearest 
relations. We all claim you as our own. 
And as our own we have rallied to meet you 
tonight as Chicago people never rallied be- 
fore. Great and good men have been hon- 
ored by us at their visitation, and they were 
men, too, whose names will ever be refulgent 
in the history of their age.

dence and elasticity which we do not see 
in any of our cwn companies. They flanked to 
tne right and filed to the left: at the word 
‘front’ like a flash each man was in his 
place and almost jumped there, not abruptly, 
but most easily, and there was no after- 
motion, no closing in, or moving up to the 
center or on the flanks. They came to a 
‘shoulder’ and then to an ‘order.’ The 
effect was electric, and one felt at once after 
noting the confidence in each man’s eye, and 
the faultless positions throughout the ranks, 
that a body of men stood there that would 
de as much as had been promised for them. 
Both the escort and the zouaves passed in 
review before the Mayor and Gen. Sandford, 
as usual, first in ‘common time’ and then 
in ‘quick time.’ As the zouaves marched 
around the cheers were vociferous. The 
step and dress were faultless and so was the 
wheeling, which was comparatively an easy 
matter, as there was only eight fronts of 
men in each platoon. One thing was especial- 
ly noticeable in the ranks: not a hand was 
swinging, the Captain and Lieutenants, of 
pr ven ede with less uniformity to the 
cs..”’ 


Replenishing the Treasury. 
The account goes on to quitea length, most 


/ accurately and minutely describing all of the 


drill, and from the language used and the 
very particulan descriptions of the most 
difficult although not always the most showy 
parts of both company drill, manual of arms, 
bayonct exercise, skirmish and open order 
drills it is evident the reporter was a well- 
trained militiaman and was “up” in Scott 
and Hardee, and, though a New-Yorker 
and with every inducement in his pride of 
his city and its splendid militia to find all 
failt possible, he had only praise and com- 
mendation to give the zouaves for their 
gunearaltoles ”’ and “ unequaled” exhibi- 
on. 

At this time in the tour of the zouaves 
their treasury was absolutely empty. They 
did not start from Chicago with much of a 
fund for expenses, and since starting an ap- 
peal to friends there had brought them $500, 
but this was now exhausted, as well as the 
funds that the members had individually. 
They proudly kept their own counsel, how- 
ever, and though they could count on about 
two invitations for meals daily the third 
meal was sadly missed, as the rigor of their 
drills required it.

receipts. In speaking of this drill, and to 
show how entirely Ellsworth and his zou- 
aves had captured New York, cne of the 
great daily papers said in an editorial: 

"The military furore has reached its cli- 
max. The gentle muses are dethroned. 
Mars is now celebrated. .. No company 
in the world could compete with the Chicago 
Zouaves.”’ 

Their campaign at Boston was but a repe- 
tition of that at New York, and their recep- 
tion was most gratifying and enthusiastic. 
Beside a number of public outdoor drills in 
the presence of vast crowds another “‘ spe- 
cial request ”’ drill was given in one of the 
theaters which put over $1,000 in the treas- 
ury. One of the boys remarked: “It’s a 
great pity they don’t build larger theaters 
here in Boston.” 


Drilling for Hardee and Scott. 


They returned to New York and by spe- 
cial request and with an escort of a coin- 
pany of the finest drilled and best-appear- 
ing men that could be found in a regiment 
then considered the most “ crack’”’ of any 
regiment in the country—the New York 
Seventh—they went to West Point. Lieut.- 
Gem Scott, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army, and Gen. Hardee, *‘ Old Tactics him- 
self,’’ saw the drill, which was at first the 
* Elisworth Zouave Manual.”’ 

Some friend of Col. Ellsworth reported to 
him that Geu. Hardee was somewhat crit- 
ical in his remarks, saying: ‘“‘ It was only 
showy and not at all practical.” 

Col. Ellsworth now ordered, ‘‘ According 
to Hardee,” and the drill was continued ina 
way that completely astonished its author. 
He became very much interested, indeed, 
and of the loading and firing drill said it was 
“perfect,” but that he noticed that 
the men turned their heads slightly and by 
the watch that they kept on each other were 
enabled to keep in perfect time. 

Col. Ellsworth then ordered the men to 
shut their eyes, and with closed eyes the 
drill was equally well performed, and Gen. 
Hardee said: ‘* Most wonderful.” 

As acompliment to the venerable “‘ Hero of 
Lundy’s Lane” the cadets then went 
through the manual “ according to Scott,” 
and in a most satisfactory manner. The 
company of the Seventh New York now had 
an innings, and all returned to New York.

When the 
train came in sight salutes were fired, can- 
nons boomed, bands played, torches were 
waved by both the ‘* Wide-Awakes”’ and 
the ‘** Ever-Readys,’”’ as in this event the 
party spirit of the great political campaign 
then in progress was laid aside. Everybody 
welcomed ‘“‘ Our Boys.”’ 


Return to Chicago. 


The company returned to Chicago on Tues- 
day, Aug. 14, 1860. They were escorted by 
all, the city military companies, a large 
torchlight procession of both political par- 
ties, and a large body of citizens to the 
“Wigwam Building "’ on the southeast cor- 
ner of Lake and Market streets, where Mr. 
Lincoln had been nominated for President 
of the United States. The immense building 
was crowded to overflowing with enthusi- 
astic admirers. After the reception cere- 
monies were concluded they were escorted 
to the Briggs House, where a magnificent 
banquet was spread. Following is the wel- 
coming speech of Mayor Wentworth, famil- 
larly known as “* Long John.” It is given 
to show the extreme cordiality with which 
their triumphant return was greeted: 

“Gentlemen of the United States Zouave 
Cadets: In the name of your united fellow- 
citizens I bid you welcome to Chicago. The 
hearts of our entire population throb as 
high with exultation at your safe return

and its gratification at your safe return. 
When you look around at this vast con- 
course of your fellow-citizens you should 
remember that each and every one bears 
toward you a common affection, and that 
my words of welcome find a response in 
heart. These people are, as it were. 
all your fathers and your brothers, your 
mothers and your sisters. They all hail the 
return of the zouaves with the same feel- 
ings of pride, satisfaction, and respect. The 
citizens of Chicago cannot monopolize the 
interest in the result of your excursion. 
You have given a fresh impetus to the vol-

You have 
won plaudits from others than those who 
have a taste for military tactics. You have 
a moral as well as a military discipline. 
You have done what many of our most illus- 
trious soldiers who have inseribed their 
names on the page of glory have failed to 
do. You have resisted a foe within that has 
desolated a wider expanse of country, capt- 
ured more towns, rendered miserable more 
firesides, made more widows and orphans 
than the sword. Well did you provide your- 


selves at the start against the common . 


enemy. Peace has her victories as well as 
war. The old proverb, ‘A g0od~ = soldier 
spoils the man,’ has not held true in your 
case.

Fronr these the in- 
struction passes to simple combinations of 
sounds, like the a, b, ab of the old primers, 
the ear and the voice working together and 
correcting each other at every trial. Finaily 
words are ventured on and the reading books 
come into play. The secret of the system’s 
success is that the child’s ear is trained 
by its own voice. 

In many cases the sounds cannot at first 
be correctly produced without some aid. 
One boy could never get out the “g” in 

go" without pressing a finger on the end 
of his tongue. But a wide knowledge of the 
positions of the tongue and mouth in form- 
ing the different words enables Mrs. Louns- 
bury to obtain a correct pronunciation by 


artificial means until the ear has become 
used to it, after which there {s no trouble. 


Her earliest experiments, made some fifteen 
years ago in the New York Deaf Mute In- 


Stitute, where she discovered the affeotion 


taken care of. But the point on which the 
school lays the most emphasis is the cure of 
the negative ear. 

For financial reasons alone the rescuing of 
these unfortunates is a worthy work, for in 
the deaf mute institutions they are a great 
expense of the States. For the sake of hu- 
manity it is a worthy work inceed,. There 
can be no sadder lot than to be among one’s 
friends and yet be cut off from every one; to 
have no power of communication with those 
about one; and then to find out, perhaps 
after years have been spent in acquiring a 
partia! education through the slow-working 
sign language, that it is all a mistake, and 
that a year of careful tutoring would have 
made the unfortunate like those about him.

For the older pupils, who by years of use 
have become accustomed to the language 
they have made from fragments of words 
and detached sounds, the instruction is 
found harder. With them custom has con- 
nected certain ideas with certain original, 
one-syllable words, and there is much for 
them to unlearn. It is like teaching a small 
boy to turn out his toes. If he is caught 
early enough it is not difficult; but if he has 
learned to walk pigeon-toed he drops into 
the old way whenever his ™ forgettery ”’ 
gets the better of his memory. 


Cured in One Year. 


The time needed to give a child a fair mas- 
tery of English language, enough at least far 
its daily needs, is seldom more than a year 
or fifteen months. The object aimed at is 
not an education; it is simply a preparation 
for the public schools. It fits the pupil foran 
active life, while the education in the sign 
language, which is carried out at the institu- 
tions for deaf mutes, is a matter of years 
and leaves him still a man marked out from 
among his fellows as an unfortunate. Up 
to the time when after a few months of drill 
the ear begins to a in words as words 
and the brain to appréciate their meaning 
the child has been cut off from the greatest 
of the avenues of instruction. It has passed 
what might be called a babyhood of frorn 
ten to fifteen years, during which its mind 
has been left undeveloped. And yet there 
is not a feeble minded child in the school. 
They are all bright and quick to learn, 
though their minds are, of course, nowhere 
near as completely developed as children of 
the same age who have been saddled with no 
such infirmity of speech. 

Those of the children who have no homes 
in the city, and several States are repre- 
sented in the school, are under the care of 
Mrs. Lounsbury and her assistants all the 
time. They live with Mrs. Lounsbury at her 
home and are protected in their journeys to 
and from the school by the assistant 
teachers. 

A single sentence from the little book of 
information regarding the school tells more 
of its aims and manners than can any de- 
scription. 

“As this school meets a public want that 
is filled by no other, none are refused ad- 
mission for lack of sufficient means to enter 
Bg 

There are now one or two of the children 
from whose instruction the school not only 
derives no profit, but whose board Mrs. 
Lounsbury herself provides. Others have 
been taken at whatever rates the parents 
were able to pay. 

Can‘’t Turn Them Away. 


‘“ How can I turn them away?” said Mrs. 
Lounsbury. ‘‘ There is no other place for 
them to go. All over the country there are 
hundreds of young men and women being 
educated in the sign language who are 
neither deaf nor mute. Just the other day 
a young man came in here to see me, and 
told me by signs that he thought he cou!d 
hear a little. I tried him with simple sounds 
and found his hearing perfect. He had been 
declared deaf and had been educated at a 
deaf mute institution. Now he is looking 


‘for some way to support, himself, and he can 


not find one. Who wants to hire a man who 
can talk only by signs, no matter how bright 
he is, while there are plenty of others who 
can speak? That young man’s life has been 
ruined. And heisonlyoneofmany. I know 
now of twenty people who have children af- 
flicted with the negative ear. They are poor 
people, and they cannot afford to pay the 
children’s board in the city, otherwise I 
would take them in. 1 cannot afford to fur- 
nish the board free or I would take them 
anyway. I have taken all now that I car 
find money for. But if some one would pay 
that for them, I would take themall. Ido 
not care about the cost of instruction. I 
would furnish that gladly to save them from 
the solitary life which will be theirs if they 
are educated in the institutions for deaf 


mutes.” 

. Helps Other Imperfections, — 
‘rhe work in the school is not confined te 
the cure of the negative ear. All manner 
of divers imperfections of speech are re- 
moved, stammerers, lispers, mouthers, hes!- 
tators, substitutors, and the large class born 
with cleft palates are all taught to speak 
clearly and distinctly. The method in all 
these cases is to train the tongue and lips to 
form the words by artificial means. Mrs. 
Lounsbury is acquainted not only with the 
correct positions for this, but can tell ina 
moment from the sound just what mistake 
has been made, and how far from the right 
place the tongue has touched the roof of the 
mouth. By the use of an ivory man tor 
she forces the pupil, willy nilly, to make the 
word as it should be made, and brings out 
the correct’ pronunciation by force. The 
children with cleft palates are taught to 
use the good part of the mouth. Adult 
deaf mutes are taught to and 
their voices are lowered and so far as pos- 
sible drawn out of the expressionless plane 
which the acquired voice takes. All these 
and those

sess, or think they possess, the subtle some- 
thing called good taste; more artists cer- 
tainly, and more of those who delight in the 
‘newest things in art, in fashion, in life. 

The galleries containing the immense 
‘stretches of canvas painted thickly by that 
powerful but weird and strangely erratic 
genius, Gustave Doré, are thronged daily 
by aH sorts and conditions of men. And 
there seems to be but little, if any, abate- 
ment in the attendance of the crowds. Last 
Wednesday was one of the stormiest days 
visited upon Chicago this winter. Yet that 
day, which was a free day at the museum, 


over 3,000 people braved the weather and 


went to the Lake-Front to see the pictures. 
In the opposite wing of the building from 
that containing the Doré pictures hangs the 
other exhibition. This is made up of repre- 
sentative works of twenty contemporary 
artists of Sweden and is the latest collection 
‘placed in the museum. These Northmen 
are also men of might with the brushes.

Most of the pictures 
in the exhibition are large in size. Few of 
them could be hung to any advantage in even 
the largest room of the home.

Anders L. Zorn has been accepted by the 
world as one of the strongest of the Swedish 
artists. And the exhibition does not dis- 
‘prove his right to such a position of leader- 
‘ship. Some of the best pictures in the collec- 
,tion are the work of this young man. But 
“*honesty compels the admission that some of 
the worst pictures it contains also come 
‘from his hand. He contributes almost the 
‘only studies of the nudde to be found in the 
collection. Some of these, notably those 
‘bearing the most recent dates, are absolute- 
‘ly atrocious. However, he shows other 
:works displaying all his wonted power. 
“The “ Portrait of Mr. Ogden” is excellent. 
‘Sunday Morning,” ‘“ Hay-born,” and 
_“* Lace Workers—Venice,”’ each has much 
‘merit to commend it. Probably in every 
way the finest picture in the whole exhibi- 
tion, the one at least which will be so con- 
sidered by the majority of Visitors, is Zorn’s 
* Cigaret Smoker.’’This is one of the small- 
est of all the paintings. It represents the 
*head and shoulders of a pretty young wom- 
fan, dressed in black, whose appearance

,men. The skillful modeling of the head,

In charity and benevolence Chicago’s Jews 
take a prominent place for their munificence 
in maintaining institutions for the needy 
and poor, the sick and disabled, and notably 
the widows and orphans. The United 
Hebrew Relief Association expends many 
thousands of dollars annually. The Michael 
Reese Hospital, which is open to all creeds, 
is a model institution. The manual training 
school with its 800 children of both sexes 
is a magnificent educatidénal institution. 
The Old People’s Home, endowed by Henry 
Swimmer of Waverly, Ia., is also a model 
asylum. 

The most notable of the charitable enter- 
prises dyring the last year is the Jewish Or- 
3601 Vernon avenue, 
established by several women who interest- 
ed themselves in the care and education of 
the many orphans who could not be cared 
for by the Cleveland Orphan Asylum, to 
which Chicago contributes. It was seen 
that many children sent to that institution 
could not be received’ on account of the 
large percentage sent over other States 
and the wantofroom. The home in Chicago 
soon took shape, and now contains thirty- 
five orphan boys and girls who are clothed, 
fed, and educated. This institution has un- 
til now been wholly maintained by the Jew- 
ish people of Chicago by voluntary contri- 
butions. 

Albert Strauss, son of Mrs. Carrie L. 
Strauss, who is the President of the home, 
suggested to Henry Siegel that the home was 
in urgent need of a piece of ground on which 
to erect a suitable edifice, one that would 
contain at least 100 children. Mr. Siegel 
promised that he would help thé home to

About ten minutes before 
he expired (which was between 10 and 11 
o'clock) his breathing became easier; he 
lay quietly; he withdrew his hand from 
mine and feit his own pulse. 

I saw his countenance change. I spoke to 
Dr. Craik, who sat by the fire. He came to 
the bedside. The General’s hand fell from 
his wrist. I took it in mine and put it in 
my bosom. 

Dr. Craik put his hands over his eyes, and 
really he expired without a struggle or a 
sigh. 

While we wete filled with silent grief Mrs. 
Washington, who yras sitting at the foot of 
the bed, asked with a firm and collected 
voice, ‘“‘Is he gone?’ I could not speak, 
but held up my hand as a signal that he 
was no more. 

“’'Tis well,"’ said she in the same voice. 
** All is now over. I shall soon follow him. 
I have no more trials to pass through.”’ 


Funeral Prepared. 


Monday, Dec. 16, 1799. 

I directed the people to open the family 
vault, clean away the rubbish from about 
it, and make everything decent. Ordereda 
door to be made to the vault, instead of clos- 
ing it again with brick as had been the cus- 
tom. Engaged Mr. Inglis and Mr. McMunn 
to have a mahogany coffin made, lined with 
lead, in which the body was to be deposited. 

Dr. Craik, Mr. Peter, and Dr. Thornton left 
us after breakfast. Mrs. Stuart and her 
daughters came in the afternoon. Mr. An- 
derson went to Alxa. to get a number of 
things preparatory for the funeral. Mourn- 
ing was ordered for the family domestics and 
overseers. 

Having received information from Alxa. 
that the militia, ree Masons, etc., were de- 
termined to show their respect to the Gen- 
eral’s memory by attending his body to the 
grave, I directed provision to be prepared for 
a sarge number of people, as some refresh- 
ment would be expected by them. Mr. Rob- 
ert Hamilton wrote me a letter informing 
that a schooner of his wd. be off Mount Ver- 
non to fire minute guns when the body was 
carrying to the grave. Gave notice of the 
time fixed for the funeral to the following 
persons by Mrs. Washington's cesire, viz.: 
Mr. Mason and family,.Mr. MeCarty and 
family, Miss McCarty, Mr. and Mrs. Me- 
Clanahan, Lord Fairfax and family, Mr. 
Triplet and fumily, Mr. Andersor. and fam- 
ily, Mr. Diggs, Mr. Cockburii and family, Mr. 
Mapey and fatnily, and Mr. It. Wert. I 
vrrote also to the Rev. Mr. Davis to read the 
service. 

Tuesday, Dec. 17, 1799.

mony was making. Mr. D'igzs came here in 
the forenoon. Also Mr. Stewart, Adjutant 
to, the Alexa. Regimt., to vizw the ground for 
the procession. ‘ 

About 1 o clock the coffin was brought from 
Alexa. in a ttage. Mr. Ingle and Mr. Mec- 
Munn acconipenied it; also M-. Grater, with 
a shroud. The hady was laid in the coffin, at 
which time 1 cut off some of the hair. 

The mahogany coffin was lined with lead, 
soddered at the joints, and a cover of lead to 
be soddered on after the body should be in 
the vault. The whole was put into a case 
lined and covered with black cloth. 

Wednesday, Dec. 18. 1799. 

About 11 o’clock numbers of people began 
to assemble to attend the funeral, which was 
intended to have been at 12, but as a great 
part of the troop expected could not get 
down in time, it did not take place till 3. 

Eleven pieces of artillery were brought 
from Alexandria, and a schooner belonging 


Mount Vernon, to fire minute guns. 
Mourning Parade. 


About 3 o’clock the procession hegan to 
move. The arrangements of the procession 
were made by Cols. Little, Simms, and Den- 
eale and Dr. Dick. The pall-holders were 
Cols. Little, Simms, Payne, Gilpin. Ramsay, 
and Manteler. Col. Blackburn preceded the 
corpse. Col. Deneale marched with the mil- 
itary. The procession moved out of the gate 
at the left wing of the house and proceeded 
to sound in front of the lawn and down to 
the vault on the right wing of the house. 
The procession was as follows: 

The troops, horse.and foot. 
Music playing a solemn dirge. 

The clergy—viz.: The Rev. Mr. Davis, the Rev. 
Mr. Muir, the Rev. Mr. Moffatt, and the 
Rev. Mr. Addison. 

The General’s horse, with his saddle, holster, pis- 
tols, etc., led by his two grooms, Cyrus 
and Wilson, th black. 

The body, borne by the Freemasons and officers. 

Principal mourners—namely: Mrs. Stuart and 
Mrs. Lear. Misses Nancy and Sally Stuart, Miss 
Fairfax and Miss Denison, Mr. Law and Mr, Pe- 
ter, Mr. Lear and Dr. Craik, Lord Fairfax and 
Ferdo Fairfax. 

Lodge No. 23. 
Corporation of Alexandria. 
All other persons, preceded by Mr, Anderson and 
the overseers. 

When the body arrived at the vault the 
Rev. Mr. Davis read the service and pro- 
nounced a short extempore speech. 

The Masons performed their ceremonies 
and the body was deposited in the vault! 


Emotion of This Secretary. 

After the ceremony the company returned 
to the house, when they took some refresh- 
ments and retired in good order. The re- 
mains of the provisions were distributed 
among the blacks. Mr. Peter, Dr. Craik, 
and Dr. Thornton tarried here all night. 

When the ceremony was over I retired to 
my reom (leaving to Mr. Law and Mr. Diggs 
the care of the company) to give loose to 
those feelings which I had not been able to 
keep under control, while I found it neces- 
sary for me to give a personal attention to 
the preparations for interring the body of 
my deceased friend. 

What those feclings were is not to be told, 
if it were even possible to describe them. 

Monday, Dec. 23, 1799—Employed as yes- 
terday. 

a Dec. 24, 1799—Spent the day in 
looking over .and arranging papers in the 
General’s study. 

Wednesday, Dec. 25, 1799—I sent this day 
to Alexandria for the plumber to come down 
and close the leaden coffin containing the 
General’s body, as Judge Washington had 
arrived and did not incline to see the remains. 
The plumber came. I went with him to the 
tomb. I took a last look—a fast farewell of 
that face, which still appeared unaltered. 
I attended the closing of the coffin and be- 
held for the last time that face wh. shall be 
seen no more here; but wh.

Enjoying Average Health 
This Winter. 


MICROBES OFTEN UNJUSTLY BLAMED. 


Causes That Are Responsible for Many Or- 
dinary Ills of the Flesh. 


T is just simply terrible, I never heard 
v6 the like of the sickness there is this 

winter,” said the fleshy woman in 

a sealskin sack, and as she turned to 
her friend, who was shopping with her in the 
dry goods store she tried fo fan herself with 
her handkerchief. The friend acknowledged 
it was awful. The overheated store and 
the sealskin conspired to raise the fleshy 
woman’s temperature, and she kept the fan 
moving as she continued: ‘‘ [never saw the 
equal of it. Why, about everybody I know 
either has a tremendous cold that has about 
put them to bed or is down with typhoid 
fever or diphtheria. I suppose a good deal 
of it is due to lake water and to people not 
taking care of themselves.’’ 

In a few minutes the large woman, per- 
spiring and with her unbuttoned cloak fly- 
ing open, went out into the chilly, damp 
air and caught a cold which she endeavored 
to cure with seven or eight different kinds 
of medicines, while morning and night she 
kept ‘“‘on the go” the same as before. A 
lon® illness followed. That is the way some 
people getyill. 

Then there is the man who sits at his 
desk all day long, takes no exerciser and 
goes home at night to eat a dinner that 
would gorge a giant. Of course he has a 
splitting headache. Half the functions of 
his entire system are clogged up and im- 
paired. The gentleman of sedentary habits 
keeps up his gormandizing awhile and then 
comes down with an illness he is sure was 
caused by microbes of some kind in the lake 
water, 

The people who sleep in poorly ventilated 
rooms constitute another class, and when 
the illness comes, as it surely will, they 
are confident there is contagion in the air 
or disease in the lake water. Those who en- 
feeble their systems by breathing impure 
air, neglecting to take exercise, overeating, 


or consuming bad water or improper food | 
will find that in a short time their weakest | 
organs, especially those engaged in the | 


active functions of the body, are giving 
way to some disease. 

On every hand there has been a great 
deal of talk about an alarming amount 
of sickness in Chicago. Physicians say that 
such talk is ridiculous, 

Give the Microbes a Rest. 


‘The public has been scared too much and 
too often_by this commotion about microbes 
and baciilli,’’ said Dr. N. 8S. Davis Sr. “A 
great deal such talk is all moonshine, and it 
has done the public more harm than good. 


The discussions have frequently made peo- | 


ple nervous and excited them until their 
imaginations almost prepared them for 
catching some disease. As to the lake 
water, I think it has been badly slandered. 
In my opinion there have been few times 
since Chicago was founded that it was dan- 


gerous to drink the water as it came from | § 
the lake I have lived here almost half a | 


century. The lake water has always been 
used in my family, not a drop has been 


boiled, and we have never had a single case | 
of typhoid fever. Remote causes are too 


often blamed for our ill-health. Close in- 
spection will generally reveal the cause in 
the manner of living. Three things are nec- 
essary to good health—exercise, pure, fresh 


air, and wholesome food and drink. I think | 
the most physical ailments are caused by | 


the lack of the second. Why do people fail 
to get sufficient pure air? Simply because 
they sleep in apartments with little or no 
ventilation. Before morning the air is fairly 
poisonous. The sleeper gets up enervated 
and unrefreshed and wonders what disease 
is fastening onhim. Wemust have good air 
at night. Another consideration of great 
moment is the location of the dwelling. 
The house should be situated where it is 
high and dry. If it is in low, wet ground, 
near sewers and ditches, then look out for 
microbes and bacilli. In such a locality you 
can’t expect fresh air. You will have bad 
odors, effluvias, and poisoned air most of 
the time. So in the parts of Chicago where 
it is low and damp and you find land filled 
with old shoes, cans, and garbage, there you 
find the hotbeds of disease. 


Health and Sickness in Cycles. 


** As to the present state of health in Chi- 
cago, it is at least as good as the average. 
It is perhaps not so good as the last year or 
the year before. Long years of observation 
has taught that apparently diseases, col- 
lectively, come in cycles. Health and sick- 
ness seem to come and goin waves. The 
rule seems to be that there will be three 
years of sickness, followed by several of 
excellent health. Now we have had several 
seasons of good health. It may be that this 
is the first of three years that will bring a 
continually increasing amount of disease. 
That has seemed to be the ordinary course. 
The first year of the three the physical 
troubles ‘are plainly in evidence. The sec- 
ond year sickness is much more prevalent, 
and the third year it is worse. The next 
year good health returns, and remains with 
us for several seasons. The probabilities are 
that we shall have more disease next winter 
and still more the next. 

‘‘Many physical disorders are continually 
attributed to carelessness and failure to 
‘take care of one’s self.’ I think it is a 
great mistake to ascribe so much illness to 
what is ordinarily meant by ‘not taking 
care of one’s self.’ As commonly used and 
understood that phrase applies largely to 
having the clothing correspond exactly to 
the state of the weather. If a person isin 
proper physical condition that isn’t neces- 
sary at all. With little discomfort we can 
stand with impunity almost any Chicago 
change, even. Take care of yourself by ex- 
ercising, sleeping in a well-ventilated room, 
and eating simple, plain food, and drinking 
pure drinks, whatever they may be, coffee, 
tea, milk, or water.’’ 


Dr. Lyman Says: “*“ Boil the Water.” 


‘“*I don’t think there is a remarkable de- 
gree of sickness in Chicago this winter,”’ 
said Dr. Henry M. Lyman. ‘* Damp, warm 
weather is always,conducive to disease. In 
the last few months we have had several 
weeks of this unseasonable weather in Chi- 
cago. Some of the illness has of course re- 
sulted from that cause. For a long time I 
have noticed after a freshet or heavy rains, 
which stir up the lake, there has always 
been an increase in the number of cases of 
typhoid fever. When the water is in this 
condition it should be filtered through a 
germ-proof filter or boiled. If you want to 
keep in good health boil your water when 
the lake has been stirred up. Keep your 
feet dry and your body properly protected, 
take exercise, and breathe fresh air.’’ 


LIEUTENANT ATE ALL THE PIE. 


Sent Back by Gen. Grant to Clean Up 
the Plate. 


In the early part of the war, when Gen. 
Grant was in command of an expedition in 
Southwestern Arkansas, a forced march 
brought them into a country where supplies 
were very scarce. One day Lieut. Wickfield 
of an Indiana cavalry regiment, who com- 
manded the advance guard, found a farn.- 
house where he secured an excellent meal by 
representing himself to be Brig.-Gen. Grant. 
He was on his wav again before Grant 
reached the farm-house, and when the latter 
came up and saked for something to eat 
he was informed that ‘‘ Gen. Grant had just 
eaten everything in the house except a 
pumpkin pie.’’ The General guessed what 


“had happened and paid the woman 50 cents 


for the pie, saying he would send back for it 
later. Then Grant rode on some fifteen 
miles to where the army was to go into camp 
for the night. There the various regiments 
were notified of a full parade at 6:30. This 
was so unusual that it created a'decided sen- 
sation. 

The parade was formed ten columns deep, 
and nearly a quarter of a milein length, and, 
after the usual ceremonies, the Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General read the following order: 

** Headquarters, Army in the Field—Special 
Order: Lieut. Wickfield of the Indiana Cav- 
alry, having on this day eaten everything in 
Mrs. Selvidge’s house, at the crossing of the 
Ironton and Pocahontas and Black River and 
Cape Girardeau roads, except one pumpkin 
pie, Lieut. Wickfield is hereby ordered to re- 
turn with an escort of 100 cavalry and eat 
that pie also.  U. 8. GRANT, 

*  “ Brigadier-General, Commanding.” 

At 7 o’clock the Lieutenant filed out of 


camp with his 100 men, amid the cheers of the 


entire army. The escort returned to camp 


about midnight, reporting that Wickfield had 


eaten the whole pie.

The statements made by Dr. Edson, for- 
merly Health Commissioner for New York, 
which receive strong support from the re- 
ports of investigations by other prominent 
medical men, warrant the hope that his 
remedy for consumption will be found 
effective. The form of carbolic acid known 
as “phenol” is destructive to bacteria. 
Dr. Edson believes he has discovered that 
with the addition of a small percentage of 
pilocarpine, forming the compound which 
he calls “ aseptolin,” the phenol ceases to 
be an irritant poison to the human tissues, 
does not disturb the process of digestion, 
or harm the heart or lungs; and that whén 
injected into the circulation the aseptolin 
will destroy the bacteria of consumption 
without injuring the vital organs or de- 
ranging their functions. 

Admitting this to be true, it is strictly 
logical to infer that its use would be greatly 
beneficial to sufferers from many other 
diseases, If carbolic acid plus pilocarpine- 
phenyl-hydroxide be a specific for consump- 
tion in all its forms, and also for malaria, 
as Claimed, why will not the compound also 
kill off the bacteria which cause other dis- 
eases? Why should it not be available for 
the cure of zymotic afflictions, which are 
known to be essentially of bacterial origin? 
The acid seems to be an antiseptic for all 
kinds of external microbic sores, abscesses, 
ete., and perhaps is fatal to all varieties of 
microbes that are multiplied in beef soup 
cultures, Hence, if its irritant effect on 
the tissues can be eliminated by the ad- 
mixture of pilocarpine, without taking 


away its microbe-killing power, in consump- :

COTTON STATES EXPOSITION. 

Next Wednesday there will assemble at 
the Palmer House in this city 150 delegates 
from Southern States and perhaps as many 
more representative Chicagoans, who have 
been invited by Mayor Swift to take part 
The object 
of the meeting is to discuss the feasibility 


of holding a Southern States exposition in 


Chicago next fall. 

The first suggestion for this proposed ex- 
position came from the cotton interests 
of Augusta, Ga., and was addressed to the 
dry goods interests of Chicago. The idea 
met with instant approval throughout the 
Southern States, and Chicagoans have 
from the first been enthusiastically in favor 
of the project. The Governors and Mayors 
of eleven Southern States have promptly 
sent delegates to the preliminary meeting 
for organization, and Mayor Swift has 
been quick to maintain the Chicago end of 
the enterprise. There is now every indica- 
tion that the exposition, in some form, will 
be held. Though the tug of war—the rais- 
ing of the funds—is still to come, there is 
no reason to doubt that the Palmer House 
meeting will overcome this as well ag all 
minor difficulties. 

It would be hard to overestimate the 
commercial benefits resulting from a Chi- 
cago-Southern States exposition. "It will 
be an unrivaled instrument for breaking 
down the barrier of railway rate discrim- 
inations that now separates the two sections. 
Already the South’s attitude of * This js 
Chicago’s fight” has disappeared, and the 
Atlanta business-men who assumed it are 
among the most enthusiastic advocates of 
the exposition. The South is at last awake 
to the fact—thanks to Chicago’s Confeder- 
ate monument and to the friendly invasion 
of Atlanta and the South last fall—that 
trade with the great distributing center of 
the Northwest will be as profitable to the 
cotton States as to Chicago. 

The rapid removal of the cotton manu- 
facturing industries to the South, and the 
fact that the new mills can save an average 
of 1% cents a pound, which the New En- 
gland mills have to pay for freight on their 
raw cotton, would soon make the South tlie 
base of supplies for Chicago dry goods 
jobbers if it were not for the fact that an 
iniquitous rate discrimination still makes 
it cheaper to bring such goods via New. York 
instead of direct. The consequent handi- 
cap to commerce is as disastrous to South- 
ern manufacturers and growers as to the 
merchants and consumers of the Northb- 
west. 

The proposed exposition, whether it be 
limited to cotton and cotton. goods or 
whether it be made to include all Southern 
products, will demonstrate the necessity for 
breaking down the old barriers. It there- 
fore means for Chicago the possibility of 
gaining access to that one-quarter of its 
natural domain from which it is now ex- 
cluded by New York capitalists and South- 
ern apathy. To the South it means the 
possibility of furnishing Chicago and the 
Northwest with $250,000,000 of cotton 
goods annually. To each it means the

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NEW USE FOR X RAYS. 

If current report is to be credited, the 
New York College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons is hard at work investigating the 
possibility of using the Roentgen rays to pro- 
ject images of objects upon the brain. Edi- 
son and others already claim to be able to 
photograph the brain itself, but that feat is 
tame compared with the.other. For the 
New York idea is to project ideas into 
brains without resorting to trephining, and 
“ without the fatigue and liability to error 
inherent in the ordinary method of learn- 
ing.” 

Waiving any reference to New York’s 
peculiar need for such an educational meth- 
od, it must at once be admitted that this 
idea is beautiful, simple, and yet vast. The 
microphotographic negative bearing the re- 
quired image is placed in a box together 
with a Crookes tube to produce the neces- 
sary X rays, and the apparatus is placed 
against the back of the victim’s shaved 
skull, over the angular gyri or business 
office of the mind. The current is turned 
on, and, presto! the image or idea represent- 
ed on the plate bas been projected into the 
brain and mind of the subject. 

Could anything be more enchanting in its 
moral possibilities? With the new ap- 
paratus, all that the advocates of the Great- 
er New York will need to do will be to 
shoot a map of it into the heads of the re- 
calcitrants. Chicago also will immediately 
invest in enough of the machines to project 
the eighth commandment into the angular 
gyri of the Aldermanic gang. The tired 
school teacher will at last be able to pierce 
any degree of numskull density, though, 
unfortunately, the thicker the skull the 
longer the process, and the school hours are 
short.

The Bible selections for use in the pub- 
lie schools of Chicago, published by the 
Woman's Educational Union, and given to 
the public in Tue Trisune of yesterday, 
area remarkable and highly respectable pro- 
duction. Anything in the domain of re- 
ligion which originated with Prof. Swing, 
and has received the approval of men so 
widely differing in their creeds as the Rev. 
Dr. Barrows, Rabbi Felsenthal, Cardinal 
Gibbons, and Mr. Mangasarian must at- 
tract favorable attention not only in Chi- 
cago but throughout the Christian world. 

The book is precisely what might have 
been expected from a corps of editors of 
such learning, wisdom, and experience, 
They have without doubt produced a collec- 
tion of Bible readings rich in morality and 
virtue and in the elements of al] religion, 
and singularly free from everything sec- 
tarian and controversial. It breathes every- 
where the love of God and the love of man, 
but one will look through it in vain for the 
proof-texts on baptism, transubstantiation, 
the papacy, the Trinity, or even the divinity 
of Christ, Its literary merit also is so con- 
spicuous it cannot fail to excite universal 
admiration, 

The Woman’s Educational Union will at 
an early day present this book, together 
witha memorial forits adoption in the public 
schools, to the Board of Education, and 
emanating as the book does from such a 
high source it must receive a respectful 
consideration. The boafd will be largely 
influenced by public sentiment, and so the 
whole community may be drawn into a 
discussion of the propriety of reopening the 
question of the Bible in the schools. Indeed,

How false these assertions are was shown 
three weeks ago by Otis Skinner's experience 
i ‘“ Hamilet,” and was shown anew last 
week by the experience of Clay Clemeut at 
the Schiller Theater. Mr. Skinner’s case has 
been discussed sufficiently, :and Mr. Cle- 
ment’s is so much more striking and convinc- 
ing that it may well monopolize present at- 
tention. 

liere was an actor whose name probably 
not ten persons in Chicago had. ever seen or 
heard) before it appeared in the Schiller’s 
advertisements. He was appearing ina play 
he himself had written—a play which had 
absolutely nothing to recommend it in ad- 
Vance. Ftrthermore, public curiosity had 
not been aroused by the familiar arts of the 
advance agent. 

Yet last night Mr. Clement left 
a secure position, in reputation, if not in 
fame. ‘The critics liked the play, they 
liked the actor; and they did not hesitate to 
say so heartily; and the public, influenced as 
it always is by their trained judgment, vis- 
ited the theater in such numbers as to make 
the engagement, which had promised so 
little; exceedingly profitable. The next time 
Mr. Clement comes to Chicago he will be sure 
of success. 

Does this look as though the tap-rooms’ 
thespian pessimists were justified in their 
complainings? 

The fact of the matter is that merit never, 
or almost never, languishes unreWarded.

A. Herne can testify; but it arrives sooner 
or later, in support of which assertion let 
Mr. Herne be recalled.

Mr. Herne was for years unsuccessful. 
He wrote one play, “ Hearts of Oak,” that 
made money and some reputation for him; 
but he had outlived the reputation and spent 
ail the money long before fortune smiled on 
him again. Indeed, so short a time as four 
years ago he was ‘on his uppers,’’,as the 
expressive phrase has it, in Chicago. He 
had. constructed a play called * Margaret 
Fleming,’’ one of the earliest of the ** prob- 
lem plays ”’ that have since become so preva- 
lent, and indulged high hopes of it in view of 
the fact thateBoston was interested in it. 
But, in spite of its undeniable strength, it 
was a dismal failure. In despair, then, Mr. 
Herne applied to Mr. McVicker to give him 
one last chance at McVicker’s Theater in 
Chicago. Mr. MeVicker, with that gener- 
osity and that desire to aid the unfortunate 
which have always been chief among his 
many admirable characteristics, consented, 
and on May 28, 1892, Mr. Herne and a com- 
petent company presented a new play of 
Herne’s called *‘ Shore Acres Subdivision.’’ 
It was a flat failure, but it was continued 
until the Sth of July, when it was replaced 
by “ Margaret Fleming.’’ That, too, failed, 
and a few weeks afterward Mr. Herne dis- 
appeared from view. 

Today he returns to Chicago a rich man, 
with a handsome house in Boston, a visible 
bank account, and two companies playing 
“Shore Acres’”’ to enormous business all 
over the country. This one play, which was 
greeted with indifference four years ago, 
has been performed ever since, and when 
Mr. Herne finds a new play necessary he 
will have no difficulty in obtaining *‘ time ”’ 
in any theater in the United States.

Not the least interesting feature of the 
visit of Henry Irving to Chi- 
cago next week is the business card of Irv- 
ing’s advance agent. It is a parallelogram 
of white bristol engraved as follows: 


NATHL. CHILDs, A. M, 

: Representing : 
: Sir Ifenry Irving. : 

This inscription, as may be imagined, has 
ereated considerable excitement in Chicago. 
When Acting Manager Fair of the Columbia, 
Which Nathi, Childs, A. M., is making his 
headquarters, first laid eyes upon it he 
fainted in his chair, it is reported, and be- 
fore he had* recovered Nathl. Childs, A. M., 
had vanished. Mr. Fair studied the card 
long and carefully, but its mystery would 
not yield to his penetration, and he was 
forced to pass the puzzling bit of cardboard 
along. 
. As a result of this indiscretion all the 
bavants and literati of Chicago are worry- 
ing themselves sick over the problem. Some 
of them are convinced that the two letters 
consequent upon the name of Nathl. Childs 
stand for *‘ Ante Meridian,’’ and argue that 
the card is intended for use only in the morn- 
ing when Nathl. Childs, A. M., is comfort- 
ably snoozing. But this theory is weakened 
by the fact that, so far as known, there are 
no cards bearing the inscription, Nath. 
Childs, P. M., nor yet Nathi. Childs, M. 
Another party, composed wholly of members 
of the Chicago Literary club, maintains 
that A. M. stands for * Aprés-midi,’’ and 


. Bignifies that Nathl. Childs before noon is 


not himself. A third conjecture, based upon 
Nathl. Childs’ appearance, ascribes to the 
mystifying symbols the meaning, ‘‘Arbiter 
Modi'"’: but this has few supporters, for it 
“ contended that Mr. Childs has no need of 
the Seesrtotion, and such a titlé there is 
none in all the Aimanach de Gotha. Still 
ahother explanation has been advanced by 
the faculty and undeggraduates of the Cook 
County Commercial College. This has it 
that A. M. stands for “ Anno Mundi,’’ and 
is intended to convey the idea that Nathl. 
Childs, A. M., is the Wandering Jew, by 
Stating that he is, has been, and will be 
Nathl. Childs in any year of the world. 

Into these factions is the town divided 
and the contest of the Various and hosfile 
opinions is waging with much acrimony.

At the banquet of the Playgoers’ club in 
London a fortnight ago Forbes Robertson, 
the well-known actor, made a speech, in the 
course of which he said: 

“I cannot say ‘away entirely with the 
problem play,’ any more than I would say 
away forever with the purely realistic school 
or the romantic, which has always held a 
lasting influence on our sympathies. The 
problem play has widened our horizon, and 
whatever form of the drama will do that 
should surely be welcome. I wish to touch, 
and without offense, I hope, on a point in re- 
gard te the production of a play. Bearing 
in mind the many resources necessary for 
the adequate representation of the drama, 
I would ask dramatic authors to centinually 
remind themselves that a play is not fin- 
ished, not complete, when the last word is 
written at the desk. A play must have an 
audience, must be acted, or it is no play; 
@nd it is my firm conviction that, however 
gifted and experienced an author may be, 
it is only by the heartiews coéperation 
with the manager and the actor 
that he can hope to win an artistic 
success. I know thow dear to him in 
his study are those graceful lines that read 
so well; but those lines that read so well 
and seem so needful to the movement of 
the play in his own sanctum, when the actor 
speaks them on the stage, it is evident to all 
but the author himself that they must either 
be changed or deleted. The dramatist is a 
very sensitive fellow, and for the completion 
of his work it unfortunately comes about 
that he has to meet, and to be assisted by,a 
set of folk as sensitive, high-strung, and ex- 
citable as he is himself. We must, how- 
ever, bear with these qualities, for they ex- 
ist in all gifted men of the artistic tempera- 
ment. When I look back to the many beau- 
tiful and brilliant plays I have seen by 
British authors—and I should like to give a 
late instance, ‘ The Benefit of the Doubt ’~—I 
look to the future with a glad heart, for the 
great Anglo-Celtic race has produced a 
nobler array of dramatists than any other 
country; and we have, therefore, a right to 
take courage and be hopeful. What this 
island has produced it may produce again 
for we remember with a great pride and 
everlasting joy that the world owes to us 
that gorgeous crown of gold and priceless 
gems, the man whose spirit walks at the 
head and front of all the immortals.”

His train consisted of an engine, baggage 
car, and one coach, and when all was ready 
Mr. Lincoln appeared on the front platform, 
hat in hand, and, straightening himself up, 
he began this memorable speech. On the 
day following, Feb. 12, i clipped from THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE the speech as deilvered 
and pasted it in my scrapbook, and thisisa 
true copy of the same.

My Friends: No one not in my situation 
can appreciate my feelings of sadness at this 
parting. To this place and the kindness of 
this people I owe everything. Here I have 
lived a quarter of acentury, and have passed 
from a young toan old man. Here my chil-

may return, with a task before me greater 
than that which rested upon the shoulders 
of Washington. Without the aid of that 
divine being who ever aided him, who con- 
trols mine and all our destinies, I cannot 
succeed. With that assistance I cannot fail. 
Trusting in him who caa go with me, and re- 
main with you, and be everywhere for good, 
let us confidently hope that all will yet be 
well. To his care commending you, as I hope 
in your prayers you will commend me, I bid 
you, friends and neighbors, an affectionate 
farewell.

vance in the art of music from the scientific 
basis. Asa practical effect, once the proper 
photographs are obtained, it will be easy to 
compare and judge alf voices, determining 
their faults and excellencies, and showing 
the way for the singer to get the best effect 
with the least exertion. 

The methods of taking these pictures are 
interesting. To make a reproduction of the 
vocal chords in full action is a complicated 
bit of photography from which most ama- 
teurs would gladly be excused. But Dr.

With an arrangement of mir- 
rors which ill shoot a ray of light in al- 
most any required direction and transmit its 
reflection back to the camera, he has even 
succeeded in taking pictures of his own 
vocal organs. When his apparatus is all 
ready he opens his mouth to its fullest ex- 
tent and sings a musical note. When he has 
his note just to a nicety, and the mirrors are 
in line, he presses the button and the feat is 
accomplished. In this manner he has taken 
a sufficient number of pictures to show the 
vocal chords in half a dozen different atti- 
tudes and to study the workings of them. 

From these and other experiments the 
value of two little white lumps of muscle in 
the throat is beginning to become evident. 
These projections, called the,aryteno!d car- 
tilage, seem to make the greatest differences 
In the qualities of various voices, and a great 
difference has been discovered in the amount 
of use given them by the various singers. 
In the cuts shown the arytenoid cartilages 
are at the bottom and each side of the center 
opening in the larynx. 

Musical notes are produced by the vibra- 
tion of the vocal cords, and their pitch is 
controlled by the length, tension, ‘and thick- 
ness of the cords. The experiments already 
show that the training of the arytenoid 
cartilage which controls the thickness of the 
cords plays an important part in voice pro- 
duction. Most singers depend entirely upon 
the alteration of the length and extension 
of the cords for singing different notes. The 
valuable aid of the arytenoid cartilage jis 
not called in, and consequently much greater 
exertion is required. 


Catching the Voice Itself. 


Probably the ‘most: interesting experiment 
to the laity, however, is the attempt to catch 
the voice itself. This is made by means ofa 
small gas jet called a ‘‘ monometric flame.”’ 
It consists of a small burner supplied with 
gas at a perfectly constant pressure and so 
fitted with an elastic diaphragm that the 
least vibration of the air will affect the size 
of the flame. When combined with a moving 
plate or a revolving mirror the vibrations 
in the air due to any sound are reproduced 
with startling fidelity and distinctness. 

Every note sounded by the human voice 
contains a number of overtones in addition 
to the note itself. When the note “A” is 
sung, there are sounded, in addition to the 
fundamental or actual “A” itself, the 
“A’s”’ of two or three octaves higher, as well 
as of several intermediate tones. We only

The 
tests made during the week with Dr. Lorine 
were to photograph the vocal chords. and the 
results were not altogether successful. 
though interesting. The picture re produced 
was taken by Mr.:Foss especially for THE 
TRIBUNE. 

The scheme used by the local experiment- 
ers Was considerably more simple and crude 
than that of Dr. Muckie’s. The person to 
be photographed stood with his back to the 
window so that the sunlight came over his 
shoulders. Then-with a combination of two 
circular mirrors on each side and a lense and 
reflector in front the light was thrown into 
the throat and the picture exposed. In the 
best of the photographs taken the back of 
the throat showed with fair distinctness, but 
the vocal chords were not revealed. When 
the apparatus for the monomefric flame 
tests arrives these experiments will be re- 
newed. 

Mr. Foss is an ingenious experimenter in 
photographic’ work who is perfecting 
severalnew processes, among them a scheme 
for printing reproductions of photographeg 
in ink and a method of making excellent 
imitations of steel engravings. He is an old 
theatrical manager, who drifted into pho- 
tography in a curious manner. 

‘*In company with Frank Sanger, who is 
now at the head of the Madison Square Gar- 
den in New York City,” he said, “I was 
looking after Willie Edouin and Alice Ather- 
ton in 1879.

hear the note as one sound, but the mono- 
metric flame detects eight or nine others ana 
divides the notes up, as shown in the cuts. 
The upper tones give brilllancy and. the fun- 
damental tones give volume and strength. 

The man whose voice is to be photographed 
sings a single note steadily into a large 
sounding-board. From the sounding-board 
the note is conveyed to a row of resonators, 
eight in number, which are of various 
pitches, corresponding to the different over- 
tones of the voice. In front of each reson- 
ates ae a little jet of fame. When the voice 
tones strike on the resonators in the air in- 
side them is vibrated and agitates the little 
flame which is in front of each resonator 
nozzle. 

The flames are reflected into a many-sided 
refiector, which is rapidly revolved while 
the note is being sounded by the man who 
is sitting for his voice photograph. The 
lens of a camera is placed close against the 
reflector and a rapid plate exposed for a 
second or more. When developed the result 
shows the vibrations of the man’s voice, 
and consequently its quality. As a rule the 
better the voice the more overtones there 
are in it, and to record a voice like Jean de 
Reszke’s would’ require a dozen or more 
flames. 


A Standard Needed. 


Having thus secured a means of analyzing 
and recording a human voice, the problem 
presents itself of securing a ect standard 
for comparison.

The 
otner is for taking pictures of horses and 
carriages, dramatic companies, and other 
things usually considered too large for indoor 
work. Over this latter room is a skylight 
12s feet long, 42, feet wide, and 26 feet high

As an auxillary a camera which will hold 
a plate one yard square is provided. The 
draw for focusing purposes is a trifle over 
sixteen feet. This camera has a Zeiss anas- 
tigmatic lens which cost $2,875. It will re- 
produce a head life-size at a distance of 
nine feet without distortion. In the other 
departments thirty-seven lenses are in use, 
ranging from 314x4 up to the big one described. 
It is with a portion of this outfit the voice 
pictures will be taken. 


Senator John M. Palmer Tells of Their 
First and Last Meeting. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—A great many 
Lincoln stories were told about the Capitol to- 
day, four of which are credited to Senator 
Palmer of Illinois, Many of the stories were 
old, but one of Mr. Palmer’s seemed to be 
new and interesting. It is this: 
‘The first time I met Mr. Lincoln was in 
1839, when I went to Springfield to be ad- 
mitted to the bar. He was already recog- 
nized as a Whig leader. He wore, I remem- 
ber, a suit of linsey-woolsey that could not 
have been worth more than $8, even in those 
days. The last timel saw him was in Febru- 
ary of 1865. I had cometo Washington, at the 
request of the Governor, to complain that 
lllinois had been credited with 18,000 too few 
troops. I saw Mr. Lincoln one afternoon, 
and he asked me to come again in the morn- 
ing. The next morning I sat in the artte- 
room while several officers were received. 
At length I was told to enter the President's 
room. Mr. Lincoln was in the hands of the 
barber. 
““* Come in, Palmer,’ he called out, ‘ come 
in. You’re home folks. I can shave before 
you. I couldn’t before those others, and I 
have to do it some time.’ 
“ We chatted about various matters, and 
at length 1 said: ‘ Well, Mr. Lincoln, if any- 
body had told me that in a great crisis like 
this the people were going out to a little one- 
horse town and pick out a one-horse lawyer 
for President, I wouldn't have believed it.’ 
“Mr. Lincoln whirled about in his chair, 
his face white with lather, and a towel under 
his chin. At first I thought he was angry. 
Sweeping the barber away, he leaned for- 
_— and, placing one hand on my knee, 
said: 
‘* Neither would I, but it was a time when 
aman with a policy would have been fatal 
to the country. I have never hada policy. 
I have simply tried to do what seemed best 
each day aa each day came.’ ”’

LATEST IS A RUBBER BALL TIRE. 


Clever Invention of an American to 
Improve Bicyeles. 

Ball bearings on bicycles are to be followed 
by ball tires if the plan now being tried by 
an inventor is successful. The idea is the 
latest in development of the many improve- 
ments that have been suggested on the pneu- 
matic tire. Some years ago an Englishman 
brought out a tire which had the interior

filled with hollow rubber balls, but the plan 
did not work well. The new plan is _to place 
the balls outside the rim, so that they will 
teke the place of tubing. 

The new tire is an arrangement of inde- 
pendently detachable hcllow rubber balls 
held in position by a channeled aluminum 
rim. The balls when inflated will stand a 
pressure of twenty-five pounds to the square 
inch. The outer surface touches the ground, 
and as the wheel revolves three of the balls 
are always in contact with the surfa@ee and 
bear the weight of the rider. 

‘The great advantage of the ball tire,” 
said the inventor yesterday, “ is that if one 
is punctured the buoyancy of the others will 
prevent the tirecollapsing. One-third of the 
balls might be punctured without causing a 
bicyclist to end the trip, for the tire would 
still be buoyant enough to support his 
weight. When necessary a used-up ball 
may be taken out and a new one inserted 
with but a few minutes’ loss of time.’’—New 
York Sun.

KENNETT TO OPEN FIRE, 


ACTION AGAINST BOARD TO COME UP 
NOT LATER THAN TUESDAY, 


Wheat Opens Active, but Closes Heavy 
and §G@?2 Cent Lower—Trade Is Pro- 
fessional and the Crowd Ca&tutious— 
Talk of Large World’s Shipments— 
Liverpool Easier — Corn Strenger 
in Tone — Provisions Heavy with 
Wheat. 

People who imagined that Francis J. Ken- 
nett and J. F. Harris were content to lie 
down and make no fight for what they claim 
as their rights on the Board of Trade have 
made a miscalculation. ‘The recent Ap- 
pellate Court decision in the case of Murry 
Nelson has already borne fruit. It has 
caused the New York Stock Exchange to 
withdraw its resolution asking George F. 
Hopkins to sever his connection with the 
firm of Kennett, Hopkins & Co. This has 
been done to enable Mr. Kennett to make 
his fight before the court. The Nelson de- 
cision has caused activity on the part of 
Kennett's lawyers, who are now rushing the 
necessary papers to bring the action in 
court not later than Tuesday next. It is 
understood that briefs prepared by the at- 
torneys of Mr. Nelson in his successful 
fight against the board have been submitted 
for the inspection of the legal talent which 
will fight for Mr. Kennett’srights. The fact 
that the New York Stock Exchange has de- 
cided to rest the Hopkins matter until May 
1 is a strong point in favor of both Mr. Ken- 
nett and Mr. Harris. The trade will be glad 
to know the rights of members and have the 
authority of the association defined, as they 
will probably be set forth by the court in the 
decision of the pending cases. 

Country Interest in Wheat Lags. 

The last day of the week added littlethat was 
new to the speculative situation on ’'Change. 
There was fair activity in all quarters dur- 
ing the morning, with decided heaviness in 
all markets at the close. The trading in 
wheat was almost entirely professional, as 
the country has not yet been encouraged to 
come in on the same scale as a few weeks 
ago.

For atimethe Argentina 
shipments, reported at 800,000 bu for the 
week, had a bearish effect. A comparison, 
however, showed that for the first two weeks 
of February shipments from.that country 
in 1804 were 1,800,000 bu, same two weeks 
in 1895 2,000,000 bu, with 1,400,000 bu for the 
same period this year. : 

Northwestern Receipts Lighter. 

The Northwest receipts were 436 cars, com- 
pared with 541 a week ago. It is statedthat 
Minneapolis receipts were not for any day 
of the week equal to the local milling de- 
mand. he exports of wheat and flour for 
the week were 2,718,000 bu, about 200,009 
more than the same week last year. ‘The 
best buying of the day was on the signal 
service prediction of a cold wave, which is 
likely to reach the winter wheat States to- 
day. The late heaviness was largely due 
to talk of 7,000,000 bu world’s shipments, 
pure guess work: to the very light export 
clearances of only 25,000 bu wheat, and to 
the decidedly adverse comments of Eastern 
commercial agencies on the business out- 
look, the number of failures, and the pros- 
pect of a small increase in gold reserves in 
the end from the bond issue. The local 
feeling was bearish, and the week closed 
with the trade pretty generally oversold. 

There was heaviness in provisions from 
the opening to the closing.

Meanwhile, there are many notable mines 
worked with large profit whose ores are of 
surprisingly low value. In the Deadwood- 
Terra mine in South Dakota it costs but $1.25 
per ton to mine and mill the ore and convert 
the product into bullion. In the famous 
Treadwell mine in Alaska the average total 
cost last year was about $1.50 a ton—06 cents 
for mining and the balance for milling, treat- 
ment, and shipping the bullion to market. 
These are, of course, exceptional instances, 
and in general, in this country at least, the 
rock must carry at least an ounce of gold 
to be treated with profit. Nevertheless, 
this limit is being gradually reduced, not 
merely in this country but everywhere over 
the earth.

There is a new sanitary problem confront- 
ing Chicago and rapidly assuming propor- 
tions which will demand serious attention. 
The country tributary to the Calumet River 
—covering over 820 square miles and includ- 
ing allthat rapidly developing territory south 
of Eighty-seventh street and from the Sag 
on the Desplaines River to a point south of 
Michigan City—is sending an amount of 
pollution into the lake equal to that dis- 
charged by the Chicago River when the big 
drainage canal was found to be a necessity 
and the drainage district organized. Thus 
a tremendous undertaking is not yet com- 
pleted before a like problem appears in an- 
other quarter of the city. 

The Calumet district is out of the drainage 
‘district entirely. The great mass of slaugh- 
ter-house sewage from Hammond, the oil 
refuse from Whiting, the South Chicago 


bank lie Pullman and Kensington. Between 
Pullman and Kensington and the west line 
of the Blue Island Ridge Hes a beautiful 
country—high, dry, and in places heavily 
wooded. Heré are located Roseland, Mor- 
gan Park, Washington Heights, Gano, Fern- 
wood, and other thriving settlements. 

On the narrow neck of land between Cal- 
umet Lake and Calumet River is Cummings. 
On the east bank of the river lies Colehour. 
Lake Calumet empties into the Calumet 
River below Cummings, the connecting 
stream leaving the lake at its southern end 
and being less than half a mile in length. A 
mile or so to the south are “ The Forks, 


f where come together the Little and Grand 


Calumet Rivers. The Little Calumet comes 
from the west and the Grand from the east. 
At “The Forks” is Hegewisch. On the 
Little Calumet are Riverdale and Blue Isl- 
and: on the Grand is Hammond, through 
which runs the Indiana State line. 

East of the Calumet River and north of the 
Grand Calumet lie Hyde, Wolf, and George 
Lakes from west to east in the order named. 
The State line runs through the middle. of 
Wolf Lake. East and south of George Lake 


and between the Grand Calumet and Lak- | 


Michigan lies East Chicago. 

The government is beginning to under- 
stand the signs of the times, and is activeiv 
at work upon the improvement of the nat- 
ural advantages of the port and river. Pri- 
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' sewage, the discharge from Eighty-seventh 


street and the Wentworth avenue sewers, 
from the Grand Crossing or Seventy-ninth 
street sewer, and the refuse from Roseland, 
Kensington, Blue Island, and all that ter- 
ritory, go into the lake. This does not all 


_ go through the Calumet River, but the sit- 
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uation is such that the solution of the river- 
sewage problem will carry with it the rest. 

Some idea of what that country can do 
was shown in the big flood of '92, when the 
Calumet River emptied into the lake 1,400,000 
cubic feet of water per minute, while the 
Chicago River was a millrace, almost, with 

a discharge of but 700,000 cubic feet. Some 
idea of Calumet River sewage, which has 
no outlet but the lake, may be obtained 
from a recent government report on the sub- 
ject. A Chicago firm had the contract for 
dredging a section of the Calumet River near 
Hammond. 
Startling Facts Reported. 
, The report reads: | : 
~ “ On the second section ‘ above the Forks’ 
only desultory work has been done in at- 
tempting to obtain and maintain a practic- 
able channel sixty feet wide and ten feet in 
depth between the Forks and one-half mile 
beyond Hammond, Ind. Up to the close of 
the fiscal year 1895 248,516 cubic yards of 
earthen material have been excavated along 
this section, all of which work has becn 
worse than useless, as the channels have 
been filled in by the deposits from slaughter- 
houses, manufacturing establishments, and 
sewers in the vicinity of Hammond. 

‘“‘Under the second contract a section of 
the channel 640 feet in length was success- 
fully dredged to the required width and 
depth, but on attempting again and again to 
get and maintain the required channel over 
‘a second section 825 feet in length the con- 
‘tractors ceased work and applied to be re- 
leased from their contract. 

‘It was found that nearly as fast as the 
material could be removed it flowed in again 
from the offal dumped into the river above 
in a semi-fiuid state, and that it was prac- 
tically impossible for the contractors to get 
and maintain the necessary depth long 
enough to have it measured and received. 
By authority of the Secretary of War the 
‘contract was annulled. 

**Former annual reports have shown the 
hopelessness of securing any good results 
by desultory dredging in this section of the 
river. Under the last river and harbor act 
it is not unlawful to dump into streams mat- 
ter’ flowing from sewers and streets. There 
is therefore apparently no law under which 
such dumping of material into this dead 
stream can be stopped as long as the matter 
is ‘carried in a liquid form or carried by 
water. It is now sent into the Calumet 
through drains, and also deposited near the 
stream, where rains and vane ogg 8 snows 
readily carry it into the channels. The ordi- 
nary sewage of this vicinity passes into the 
channels, which, being (above the junction 
with Little Calumet River) without current, 
retain it.”’ 3 ri 

This is not all. For years the Calumet 
marshes have been used for the dumping of 
garbage from the South Side. Tons upon 


. tons of all kinds of decayed and decaying 


matter are hauled out there and dumped. 
‘When the floods come the germs from these 
refuse heaps are carried into the lake. The 
territory which sends its sewage through the 
Calumet River is becoming filled with manu- 
facturing plants, slaughter-houses, starch 
factories, and a thousand and one different 
enterprises that go to make filth to fill the 
sewers. The situation or the country drained 
by the Calumet River is of such a character, 
and is being developed so rapidly, that an 
aggravated condition is looked forinashort 
Each year the population becomes 
denser, and sewers have to be built in all 
directions.

Government Report Figures. 


The increase in the practical importance 
of the Calumet harbor in 1895 was phenom- 
enal. A government report by Maj. Mar- 
shall says: 

“ Despite the effects of the panic and de- 
pression upon general commerce the ar- 
rivals and departures of vessels at this port 
increased from 1,090 in 1894 to 1,912 in 1895, 
or 90 per cent, and the tonnage of these 
vessels increased from 1,119,758 tons in 1804 
to 2,213,698 in 1895, or nearly 100 per cent. 
The average tonnage of vessels seeking this 
harbor is greater than for any other har- 
bor on the earth. Enterprises of magnitude 
are fast seeking this locality, and already 
one of the most extensive steel plants in 
the world is here located, the output of 
which is about 20 per cent of the total steel 
production of the United States. Elevators 
of 13,000,000 bushels capacity are erected 
or projected. The largest steel vessels on 
the lakes are here ocnstructed, and the har- 
bor itself is one of the most commodious on 
Lake Michigan and can readily be increased 


| in depth to meet all the requirements of the 


vessels that will navigate the twenty-foot 
hannel now in course of construction con- 
ecting the upper great lakes. It must 
be at the mouth of and in the Calumet 
River, hich may be improved to any de- 


sired extent without interference with ex- © 


isting constructions, that the demand for 
increased depths of channels at the Port of 
Chicago must be met. 

“The decadence of Chicago harbor, as

shown in the comparative movement of 
vessels and tonnage thereof, keeps pace 
with the increase in importance of Calumet 
harbor. 

** Both harbors are within the city limits of 
Chicago, and it is in every way desirable 
that the tonnage of Chicago River, which, by 
hampering at turning bridges the free inter- 
communication of its inhabitants seeking 
the most densely crowded business section, 
becomes yearly more and more irksome, 
should be transferred to the Calumet, where 
it would cause less inconvenience and annoy- 
ance to the urban population. 

“ This transfer as shown is now rapidly 
and visibly taking place, and it is worthy of 
the attention of Congress to see that the 
facilities of this harbor keep pace with the 
increasing demands upon it.”’ 

It was only a few days ago, Jan. 30, that 
the South Chicago Deep Waterway conven- 
tion met and determined to send a delegation 
to Washington bearing a memorial to Con- 
gress asking for an appropriation of $750.,- 
000 for the purpose of dredging the Calumet 
River and South Chicago harbor. The man- 
ufacturing and shipping interests have al- 
ready become so great that the amount is 
not considered exorbitant. in 1895 there was 
received in that harbor 1,820,792 tons of ore, 
11,500 tons of pig iron, 16,135,000 pieces of

The shipments out were 8,782,440 bushels

The entry in his mother’s Bible, which is 
now preserved at Mount Vernon, tells the 
simple story of Washington’s birth: 
‘George Washington, son to Augustine and 
Mary, his wife, was born ye llth Day ‘of 
February, 1732, about 10 in the morning, 
and was baptized the $d of April following.’’ 
This date by another method of reckoning 
became the 22d. Of the scene that his eyes 
opened on a recent writer said: ‘“The home- 
stead stood upon a green and gentle slope 
that fell away at but a little distance to 
the waters of the Potomac, and from it 
could be seen the broad reaches of the 
stream stretching wide to’ the Maryland 
shore beyond and flowing with slowful tide 
to the great bay below.”’ 

The house was one of the primitive farm- 
houses of Virginia. The roof was steep and 
sloped down into low projecting eaves. It 
had four rooms on the ground floor and an 
immense chimney ateachend. Nota vestige 
of the habitation remains. ‘‘ TwWo or three 
decayed fig trees, with shrubs and vines, 
linger about the place,’”’ wrote Washington 
Irving, *‘and here and there a flower grown 
wild serves to mark where a garden has 
been,.”’ A stone placed there by George W. 
P. Curtis marks the site of the house. George 
was still in short clothes when the family 
moved to an estate in Stafford County, op- 
posite Fredericksburg. This became _ the 
home of George’s boyhood and the scene of 
his early athletic sports, but this home, like 
the first that sheltered him, has disappeared. 
Fragments of bricks, china, and earthen- 
ware are the only traces Irving could find 
of its old-time splendor and hospitality. 

Washington’s mother was the second wife 
of his father. Her maiden name was Mary 

tall. She was the young and beautiful 
daughter of Col. Ball, and was called the 
belle of the Northern Neck. She was mar- 
ried March 6, 1730, and George was her first 
child. She had three other sons and three 
daughters. The days immediately preced- 
ing the birth of Washington are thus de- 
scribed by one who has made a study of the 
colonial period: ‘** Seventy-six years had 
gone by since John Washington came out 
of Bedfordshireand took up lands on Bridge’s 
Creek, in Westmoreland, in Virginia, and still

his children were to be found in the old seats 
he had chosen at the first. They had be- 
come thorough Virginians with the rest, 
woven into the close fiber of the new life. 
There the Washingtons had become country 
gentlemen of comfortable estate upon the 
accepted model. John had begotten Law- 
rence and Lawrence had begotten Augustine. 
Juhn¢ had thriftily taken care to see his 
offspring put in a way to prosper from 
the very first. He had acquired a substan- 
tial property of his own where the land lay 
very fertile upon the banks of the Potomac, 
and he had besides, by three marriages, 
made good a very close connection with sev- 
eral families that had thriven thereabouts 
before him. He had become a notable fig- 
ure, indeed, amongst his neighbors ere he 
had been many years in the colony. Wars 
came and went without disturbing incident 
for them, as the French moved upon the bor- 
ders by impulse of politics from over the 
sea; and then long peace set in, equally with- 
out incident, to stay a whole generation, 
while good farming went quietly forward 
and politicians at home and in the colonies 
planned another move intheirgame. It was 
in the midseason of this time of poise, prepa- 
ration, and —* that George Wash- 
ington was born.” 

While the monument will be put in place 
at once, the unveiling will not take place 
until next Fourth of July, when the i- 
dent and members of the Cabinet will offi- 
ciate at the ceremony.

What One Would Bring According 
to Insurance and Supreme 
Court Prices. 


INDEMNITIES GIVE VALUE AS _ §22,500. 


Jury Decides That Humanity Is Worth 
One-seventh of a Cent a Pound. 


HE statement that every man has his 
price is badly behind the times. It is 
in great need of remodeling, to suit 
the ideas and customs of the present. 

It should read, “‘ Every man has several 
prices,” for he possesses, as Mark Twain 
says, “ several, if not more.” 

There is his own price, the price at which 
he values himself; the price at which others 
value him; the price the insurance com- 
panies put on him; and the price the Su- 
preme Court, thinks right for any human 
being in general and the man in question in 
particular. The man’s valuation of himself 
is a variable quantity which jumps up and 
down in such erratic style that it must needs 
be left out. The valuation of the insurance 
companies is the most liberal of those which 
are fixed. Here is what one of the best 
known of the Chicago companies values a 
Iman at: 

If he meets a? sudden death it. turns over 
to his relatives the sum of $5,000 and calls 
the matter square; but if he cares to sell 
himself piecemeal, getting, rid of a hand or 
foot now and then as he becomes hard up, 
he can command a much higher price. The 
indemnity in each case is as follows:

If the accident occurs while the holder of 
the policy is riding on any conveyance moved 
by steam, cable, or electricity the price he 
is valued at immediately goes up.

It is worth just 
twice as much to him to be tipped off an elec- 
tric car as it is to be run over by an ice wag- 
on. Apparently the company is strangely 
prejudiced against ice wagons. The table 
then takes the following form:

From these tables the cost of a man is 
easily computed. In case of death, whether 
it be by the ubiquitous trolley, or whether a 
roof or a derrick or an overwhelming ma- 
jority fall on him and crush out his life, the 
valuation can hardly be called a fair one 
to calculate from. The man is bought onthe 
hoof, so to speak, and the calculation should 
be based on his market value. The smallest 
amount which can be computed from the 
tables as the cash value ofa full-grown man 
is as follows:

This is the insurance companies’ idea of 
what a man is worth, and from one point of 
view it is a liberal estimate. 

But the Supreme Court goes to the other 
extreme. Apparently the twelve good men 
and true who watched with careful eye over 
the case of John Coughlan against a cable 
car company which had killed his 22-year-old 


daughter were preyed upon by the fear that 
they would value human flesh too cheaply. 
They brought in a verdict of six cents dam- 
ages. Now, either the company was re- 
sponsible for the death of the child and 
should have been made to pay heavily for it, 
or the company was not responsible and 
should have had the case decided in its 
favor. Until the time comes when every 
question instead of being a two-sided af- 
fair becomes a polyhedron, one of these 
things must be true. Evidently the com- 
pany was responsible for the death of the 
child, for the case went against it. Then 
the Supreme Court's valuation of humanity 
must be in the neighborhood of one-seventh 
of acent a pound. How far this falls below 
the insurance companies’ estimate is easily 
determined. 


Two Dollars and Kighty Cents a Dozen 


It would be cheaper to become cannibals 
than to buy beef. One could go out on the 
streets of the city day or night and pick up 
half a dozen good men, men fat and healthy 


If the Supreme Court for any reason had 
need of Mr. Pullman or Mayor Swift or any 
one else in the city the clerk would probably 
send a money order for 30 or 35 cents, ac- 
companied by a polite request to ship per 
express at the earliest convenience. 

From the man’s own estimate of himself 
no figures can be derived which would bear 
even the semblance of truth. Neither would 
his friends’ estimate of him give anything 
to work from. Both are uncertain quanti- 
ties. They vary with circumstances, and 
sometimes without them. As a general 
thing the better clothes a man has on the 
higher he runs up his price. There have 
been cases where a 10 or 11 cent man has 
been so inflated by a new suit that he re- 
fused a really unusual offer of several dol- 
lars for himself. On the other hand, some 
good men have been so cast down by poverty 
and old clothes that they have let themselves 
go at less than half price. The Supreme 
Court and insurance valuations, however, 
are facts which it is difficult to escape from, 
though there seems to be some discrepancy 
in them. It would seem hardly likely that 
the insurance companies would be willing to

and prosperous, at about $2.80 adozen. Un- 
doubtedly one would sometimes be cheated. 
In buying a man at the stated price of 20 
cents there would always be a chance of 
catching a 7 or 8 cent one by mistake. Still, 
in comparison with the risk run in taking 
the man at his own or the insurance com- 
panies’ valuation the chance would be small 
indeed. 

Taking the Supreme Court’s valuation as 
the right one, for coming from such a source 
it should surely be as near correct as any, it 
is surprising to think of _how much a 
man of only fairly comfortable means 
could buy. Nearly every citizen of 
Chicago might carry about in his breast 
pocket, if for no other reason than to 
flash them now and then on his friends, re- 
ceipted bills for a majority of the Council, 
There would be no need of renewing the 
Council as the Aldermen were bought up. 
It has been proved beyond question that an 
Alderman who cannot sell himself more than 
once does not deserve the name. There wotld 
be plenty of bills to go round, though even the 
office boys took to saving their pennies to 
buy papa an Alderman for his birthday. 
The price that the best known of Chicago’s 
citizens would bring is a subject for thought.

The Au- 
thors’ Society, indeed, tries to put 
this non-moral principle of valu- 
ation upen an ethical basis. It 
says, for instance, that if the publisher 
reckons his office expenses in the cost of 
production, then the author has a right to 
reckon his, even including any journeys or 
researches he may have had to make in 
order to write his book. But this right ts 
not only an ethical fallacy, it is a politico- 
economical one, because the economical 
question is only concerned with the distribu- 
tion of the work, and the money or the 
_heart’s blood that went to make it has noth- 
ing to do with the question, while the pub- 
lisher’s office expenses are of the essence of 
the question. Some authors also claim that 
the publisher has no right to make successful 
books pay for unsuccessful. But here again 
he has every right. The publisher is.nota 
- wplece-worker; he has to keep a large organi- 
sation going, involving ramifications in 
every town. It is the existence of this net- 
werk, of this distributive mechanism, that 
cnables the successful book to be sold every- 
where; and the publisher, ike every busi- 
ness-man, must allow percentages for 
bad debts and unprofitable specula- 
tions. Publishers have ae right’ to 
capture the bulk of the profits of authors’ 
first books, because they largely supply the 
author with his public. It is surprising how 
even good books have to be pressed on an un- 
willing world, much as cards are forced by 
conjurers. The number of peoplethat select 
their books by their own free will is incredi- 
bly small. On the other hand, when a popular 
auther brings a publisher a book, it is he who 
- improves the publisher's distributing agency 
by bringing him new clients, and even some- 
times strengthening his position with book- 
sellers and libraries, by enabling him, armed 
with a book universally in demand, to fight 
against deductions and discounts throughout 
his business generally. And, just as the 
publisher may rightly depress the profits of 
an unknown author, so the popular author 
has a moral right to larger royalties—which 
right, however, would avail 
were it not backed by might. 
‘competition of rival publishers 
strength lies. And here comes in the question 
of the agent. Publishers may rave as they 
will, but authors have every right to employ 
agents to save them from the unpleasant 
task of chaffering and of speaking highly of 
._themselves. And it is the author who pays 


the agent, not the publishers, their whinings | 


notwithstanding. The agent may indeed 


squeeze out larger sums than publishers like | 


to disgorge—but how can he obtain more 
than the market value? Political economy 
is dead against the possibility. He cannot, 
in fact, obtain more than the author may 
and frequently does obtain for himself. If 
a competing publisher offers a larger sum 
than will pay him in coin, at any rate he 
will not offer more than will pay him in 
reputation, or in the extension of his cli- 
entéle on the lines indicated e@bove. It is 
still only the market value. If tine reputa- 
tion honorably built by the labors of years 
comes to have a monetary value outsid 
the monetary value of the particular book— 
a sort of goodwill value, in fact—why shoul: 
the author or his agent be abused for obtain- 
ing it? Will not the publisher in his turn 
grind down the unknown man to the lowest 
possible penny? The prostration of the pub- 
lisher before the celebrity is oniy equaled 
by his insolence towards the obscure. Is 
there any. author who has not suffered in 
his beginnings from the greed of publishers’? 
Far from making money at the start, how 
many authors have got a hearing without 
having had to pay for it out of iheir own 
pockets? ‘*‘ The wrongs of publishers’’ is 
a good red-herring to draw across the track, 
a@ smart counter-cry. But publishers have 
still the game in their hands all along the 
line. Not a few still keep their accounts 
secret, still recklessly supply themselves 
with that opportunity which, the proverb 
Says, makes even honest men thieves. As

The writing men who assemble in the sec- 
ond series of Mr. John Davidson's ‘Fleet 
Street Eclogues’”’ (John Lane) are refresh- 
ingly free from shop. No word have they 
to say of serial rights and the price per thou- 
sand, being of poetry all compact, even 
when they address themselves to the prosaic 
problems of the modern. ‘Tis a happy 
thought of Mr. Davidson’s, this symposiastic 
method of writing poetry, for it enables him 
to remain ** without prejudice,”’ not respon- 
sible for his puppets’ opinions, which often 
cancel one another. Even when Basil sings 
like an aspirant for the laureateship, scep- 
tical Menzies cries out— 

‘* Whence comes this patriotic craze? 
Spare us at least the hackneyed brag 
About the famous English fiag.’’ 
But he is converted when Basil cries out: 
We are the World's forlorn hope, 

and, instead of caviling at the unmusical 
line, he echoes and reéchoes it. Does Mr. 
Davidson, perhaps, pronounce “ forlorn ”’ in 
three syllables? On the other hand, few 
poets have surpassed the music or the mat- 
ter of this: 

** For the fate of the elves is nearly the same 

As the terrible fate of men 
To love; to rue; to be and pursue 
A flickering wisp of the fen. 


** We must play the game with a careless smile, 
Though there’s nothing in the hand, 
We must toil asif it were worth our while, 
Spinning our ropes of sand; 
And laugh and cry, and live and die, 
At the waft of an unseen hand.’’ 

From Stockton, California, Elwyn Irving 
Hoffmann pleads for a hearing asa poet, and 
asks for one friendly smile on his poems. 
Well, here it is. There are flashes of in- 
spiration throughout that atone for the 
faults of style and grammar. ‘“ Furtherest,’’ 
‘*-emperoric,’’ ‘“‘lay’”’ for “ lie,’’ ete., attest 
deficiencies of education as clearly as these 
lines on *“* The Wild Horses of Nevada ”’ at- 
test the gift of singing: 

‘* See them risé from the plain and flee, 

Circle and snort, and circle and wheel, 
Forward and back as their leader leads, 
Free as the light-winged birds are free, 
Free as the winds they snuff and feel, 
Free as nought else in the world is free— 
Nevada's wind-blown steeds.’’ 

Young Hoffmann «seems an embryonic 
Joaquin Miller—to wlhtom, indeed, one of his 
poems is addressed, There! wild horses 
shall not drag more from me till 1 see more 
of his work. 

‘Israel Among the Nations,” from the 
French of Anatole Leroy-Beaulieu, is un- 
questionably the best and most interesting 
book yet done on the Jew and the Jewish 
question. Considering it is the work of a 
Christian, it is surprisingly well informed, 
and has a remarkable philosophic grasp of 
the inner spirit of Judaism and of the subtle 
psychology of the Jew. That it is dead 
against anti-Semitism is only natural, for 
the author is an impartial scientific thinker, 
and dissects the charges against the Jews 
one by one, till they are almost reduced to 
vanishing point. He contends, indeed, that, 
so far from being one in blood and thought 
with other Semites, the Jews were the 
original anti-Semites, protesting against the 
faith and morals of the tribes around them, 
and that Judenhetze is a childish attempt 
to shift the responsibility for the failures 
of modern societies. The indebtedness of 
Christianity to the mother religion is fully 
acknowledged by this true Christian, and the 
whole book is a model of fairness. Happily 
science knows no distorting passions. Still, 
till the Jew himself works scientifically at 
the study of his own history, heredity, and 
psychology—and ‘he has only made a begin- 
ning—it is idle to expect absolute accuracy. 
Moreover, in estimating the faults of the Jew 
M. Leroy-Beaulieu unconsciously measures 
him against an imaginary ideal French- 
man or Englishman, with his Christian 
conscience and code of honor. But the 
question is one of averages, and a daily 
reading of the newspapers and a goodly 
experience of life does not convince me of 
the moral superiority of the average citizen. 
And even if the highest Christian type were 
superior to the highest Jewish, the lowest 
Jewish type is immeasurably superior tothe 
lowest ‘*‘ Christian.’’ Judea boasts no Jane 
Cakebreads. The question of anti-Semitism 
crops up again in the **‘ Reply” to Max 
Nordau entitled ‘‘ Regeneration.” ‘*‘ Where 
Nordau cries rotten eggs cleanly*chicks may 
be hatching, and where he shrieks ‘ Degen- 
eration’ the optimist may retort ‘ Regen- 
eration.’’’ So I wrote two years ago: and 
now the optimist retorts it for 300 pages. 
Not so brilliantly as Nordau shrieked it, 
though, nor always so logically as he thinks. 
On the Jewish question he perpetuates the 
old fallacy of regarding the wealth-seekine 
Jew, engendered by persecution, as the per- 
manent type, whereas in England educated 
Jews are gravitating far more to the profes- 
sions than to money-making businesses. 
The ablest chapter in a clever and interest- 
ing book deals with the position of the Ger- 
man and Scandinavian woman.

/ JHE repealing of the near crossing street 
railway ordinance will put an end to 
one phase of a merry war that is being 
waged between Kenwood people and 

the conductors and motormen of the Chicago 

City railway company’s Forty-seventh street 

crosstown electric line. But the change to 

the old far crossing order of things will pre- 
sumably add bitterness to the war itself. 
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The company was in a great hurry last fall 
to get the line running before cold weather. 
The ordinance calls for substantial improve- 
ment of Forty-seventh street, which east of 
Drexel boulevard is one of the handsomest 
avenues in the city. No doubt the company 
will complete the improvement next summer, 
but in the meantime the street is in bad 
shape. The end of the line is about 100 feet 
east of the east line of Lake avenue, where 
there is a switch-back and also one of the 
worst mud-puddles in all the great and dirty 
City of Chicago. 

Now, when the company was obtaining 
the consent: of the property-owners to the or- 
dinance there was considerable opposition, 
and the company’s agents were obliged to 
talk their smoothest and promise their pret- 
tiest.

NITED States Army Messenger J. F. 
() Gurnett of the army headquarters tells 

of a funny incident, which might have 
been serious, that happened in San Francis- 
co Bay when the army authorities were pay- 
ing honors to King Kalakaua of the Ha- 
waiian Islands at the time his Majesty was 
on a visit to the United States in 1880. So 
carefully was the affair guarded that the 
story did not getout. Mr. Gurnett, who was 
present and practically had a hand in the 
ridiculous accident, says it has never been 
published before. ' 

When King Kalakaua arrived in San Fran- 
cisco military and civil officials alike did 
honor to his Highness and showed him much 
attention. Gen. McDowell, who was then 
in command of the Department of the Pa- 
cific, took the King out on the steamer Gen. 
McPherson for a trip around the bay. 

It was arranged that when the steamer 
arrived opposite Angel Island in the bay the 
soldiers stationed there should fire a salute 
of thirty guns. It happened that at this 
time all the artillery forces had been with- 
drawn from Angel Island ang companies of 
infantry had been stationed there instead. 
However, ten enormous guns, with their 
mouths projecting over the earthworks, still 
remained, and the infantry soldiers thought 


they could manage to fire them. The guns 
were twelve feet long, had a fifteen-inch 


‘bere, and required several hatfulls of pow- 


der for even a small load.

NEW LIGHT 
ON THE NATURE 
OF THE POET GOETHE. 


The Master Stirred to Great Wrath 
by Newspaper Comment on 
His Marriage. 


He Writes a Stinging Letter and Re- 
quests That His Free Paper 
Be Stopped. 


[New York Sun.] 
The Gothe Jahrbuch for 1895 is the six- 


teenth volume issued by the Goethe Gesell- — 


echaft, which is one of the most remarkable 
literary societies in the: world. It has the 
care of the Goethe National Museum at 
Weimar and publishes every year all that 
fs new in regard to the work and life of the 
great German master. Its editor is Ludwig 
Geiger, long known to every student of Ger- 
man literature for his accurate scholarship 
in all that relates to Goethe’s work. The list 
of members is headeti by Emperor William, 
and comprises not only the Kings and 
Princes and the professors and men of learn- 
ing in Germany, but the Emperor of Austria, 
the King of Sweden, the Queen of Italy, and 
includes members residing in Greece, India, 
Spain, Turkey, Africa, Japan, the United 
States, and Australia. 

Of the contents of this volume nothing 
will perhaps interest the Arherican reader 


more than a letter written in December,.- 


1806, and never before published, from 
Goethe to his friend, the publisher, Cotta. 
it is worth the attention of those who be- 
lieve that it is only of late years that the 
press has given prominence to the private 
affairs of public men, and it shows how 
deeply a great man can be hurt by a para- 
graph in a newspaper. 

To understand the letter it is necessary to 
remember that Cotta and Goethe were in- 
timate friends, and that they had just be- 
fore, in 1805, concluded an agreement very 
Satisfactory to Goethe, by which Cotta was 
to publish a new addition of Goethe's works 
and to pay the author 10,000 thalers in in- 
etallments running to 1808. This agreement 
Was being carried out when, in October, 1806, 
the battle of Jena was fought and the little 
city of Weimar, where Goethe lived, was 
Aaken and plundered by the French. 

In the tumult of the first night of the 
French occupation Goethe's life was in 
danger, and was, as he believed, saved by 
the courage and. presence of mind of Chris- 
tiana Vulpius, who had long presided over 
his household without the sanction of a 
legal marriage and by whom he had a son 
then approaching manhood. Goethe, as 
Duentzer says, felt under these circum- 
starices, with the world upside down, “*‘ that 
the mother of his son, the saver of his life, 
ought no longer to remain without legal 
right to call herself his wife.’’ He wrote, 
therefore, to the court preacher, Giinther: 

** During these days and nights an old pur- 
pose of mine has come to ripeness—I want to 
recognize fully and legally as mine the little 
friend who has done so much for me and now 
has lived through these hours of trial with 
me. Tell me, worthy reverend sir and father, 
how:xto proceed that as soon as possible, 
Sunday or earlier, we may be married.’’ 

The marriage took place on Sunday, Oct. 
19, 1806. Goethe had been for thirty years 
the greatest celebrity in Germany in litera- 
ture and art. He was 57 years old. He had 
been raised to the nobility, and was Prime 
Minister of Saxe-Weimar. He had been 
the idol of dozens of the most cultivated and 
charming women of his time, and his ro- 
mantic friendship with one of them had at- 
tracted universal attention and interest. 
That such a man should marry his house- 
keeper under all these circumstances was 
a@ great piece of news. Even‘in those days 
of battle and change, when Napoleon won 
a victory or upset an old governmenbPbor ar- 
ranged a new one every week, hardly a bet- 
ter ‘“‘story’’ for a reporter could be found 
than this unexpected marriage, under the 
sound of the French cannon and amid the 
scenes of the plunder of his home, of the 
greatest of living poets. Naturally enough 
there appeared in a newspaper published in 
Uim, of which Cotta was the owner, a let- 
ter from Weimar commenting on the good 
luck of Miss Vulpius, ‘“‘ who, when every 
one else was in misery and misfortune, had 
drawn a great prize from the wheel of 
fortune.’’ The letter contained also a lit- 
tle rather good-natured fun about Vulpius, 
the novelist, a brother of Goethe's wife. and 
about Falk, who was his intimate friend, 
touching the manner in which they had es- 
caped injury at the hands of the French. 
The letter is not particularly sensational or 
malicious, and I fancy any person of dis- 
tinction of our day, accustomed to the lan- 
' gpuage of some of our newspapers, would 
have felt in Goethe’s place rather well satis- 
fied that so little was said about so curious 
an event. 

But the poet was grievously offended. He 
wrote at once to Cotta (not to the editor of 
the paper) an epistle of about 1,300 words, in 
which with great dignity and deep feeling he 
protests against the publication of such per- 
sonalities about himself and about others in 
any paper owned by his friends. As to him- 
self, he says with strong resentment: 

“Tam not important enough to have my 
household affairs deserve discussion in news- 
paper articles, but, if they must be men- 
tioned, I believe that my fatherland owes 
it to me to accept seriously the steps which I 
take, because I have iived an earnest, serious 
life,.and live such a one now.” 

Hedefends Vulpiusand Falk from the inti- 
mations thrown on their conduct and praises 
the latter for his services to the city and the 
State at the time of the occupation. He was 
evidently on the free list of the paper, as he 
goes on to say: 

*“*I request you not tosend me the newspa- 
per after New Year’s day any more, as it 
would be most repugnant to me to receive 
through your kindness something which at- 
tacks and insults me anti those who surround 
me. Secondly, it follows from the above that 
it will be entirely impossib!e for me and my 
meighbors to take any kind of part in any 
Way in your new daily.”’ 

It is evident that Cotta had in view the 
establishment of another newspaper, for 
which enterprise he had asked the valuable 
help of Goethe and of the men of letters who, 
under the patronage of Goethe, had estab- 
lished themselves at Weimar. 

Goethe goes on to say that if Cotta’s ed- 
itors can so forget themselves as to bring 
egg par into newspapers devoted to pol- 
itics, and in that way lead other papers 
which have too much honor to originate 
such scandals into reprinting the same as 
matter which, having been once published, 
is public property, ‘‘ then one must really say 
that Germany is attacked by an internal cor- 
ruption (Tiiulniss) much more dangerous to 
her than the attacks of the foreign powers 
which threaten her. 

** We all well know,” he says, “‘ that Peace, 
like stagnant water, breeds this kind of ver- 
min, but when it appears in time of war itis 
particularly repugnant. 

“T am angry at myself not because I say 
this now, but becaues I have not called your 
attention to it before.’’ 

He makes a pathetic allusion to their 
friendship, were it not for which he would 
accuse Cotta of attempting to darken and 
destroy ‘“‘that one little shining point of 
Germany,’’ meaning Weimar, ‘‘ which after 
all protected and made a home for your 

riends and companions Herder, Schiller, 
and myself. 

“I am old enough to understand fully the 
conesquence of this. Therefore do you as 
séems best to you. I demand from the 
newspapers which you publish no more 
courtesy than others who understand how 
to respect themselves observe toward me.”’ 

With a suggestion that in quieter times 
and with a quieter mind he might have said 
these things in other language, and with 
the hope that what he had said may worx 
the best results, this letter closes. One gets 
from it a curiously distinct picture of a 
_ $ great poet in a humor most unusual to him, 

_ the most self-possessed and most self-reli- 
ant of men. 

It would be interesting to know what Cotta 
wrote in reply, and whether he directed the 
editor of the Ulmer Zeitung to make a re- 
_ traction and solemmly agree that Miss Vul- 

es was not an extraordinarily fortunate

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EXPEDITES THE MAILS. 


Street Railway Postofiices Show 
Great Advantages Over Old 
System. 


GAIN OF TWENTY MINUTES ON EACH TRIP. 


No Extension of System Is Probable, as the 
South Side Lines Object. 


— 


NCLE SAM, through his representa- 

tives at the Chicago Postoffice, has 

given the system of transportation 

of mails within the city limits by 
means of cars On the street railways a thor- 
ough test; and he, still through his repre- 
sentatives, as is his custom, pronounces it 
good. Where it has been put in force it has 
resulted in a more rapid handling of the 
mails, due not only to a gain in the time con- 
sumed in traveling from the Postoffice to 
the branch ‘stations, but to an increased 
frequency of the trips. 

On the West and North Sides, where the 
cars are now in use, every one,has become 
familiar with the sight of the railway post- 
offices, half mail car and half passenger 
coach, with windows covered with heavy 
wire netting, and a strikingly bob-tailed 
appearance, brought about by the absence 
of a rear platform. Every one has known 
all along that Uncle Sam was trying a 
dodge new to Chicago, and has accepted the 
continued sight of the cars as a proof that 
the experiment was a success. But not 
many have realized to what an extent the 
efficiency of the mail service in those dis- 
tricts has been increased, unless one may be 
brought to it by a comparison of dates and 
postmarks., Perhaps this may be accounted 
for by the fact that the system does not 
cover the entire city, so that the gain is 
often only on a part of the trip. 

Perhaps this may be laid at the door of 
human disregard of such details as post- 
marks and dates in the haste to get at the 
body of the communication. Certainly it 
has excited little surprise that a letter now 
reaches the North from the West Side or 
the West from the North Side in about the 
time that the average messenger boy during 
the height of the marble or top season could 
do the work. 
the comforting certainty that it will not stop 
to look at a dog fight. 

It is the bob-tailed street railway post- 
office which hds made the change from the 
old long-term sentence passed upon a let- 
ter dropped in the mail box, and, though no 
one can contend that the cars are things of 
beauty, all must admit that they are wonder- 
fully useful, and beauty is, after all, a thing 
not demanded in a street car, and but sel 
dom achieved in a postoffice. With the mail 
from outside the city the effect is not so 
noticeable, for a gain or a loss of an hour or 
so will in most cases make little difference. 
but with that which travels from one part 
of the city to another the street mail cars 
are found a boon and a blessing. 


Lines Now in Use. 


At present the lines on the North and 
West Sides where the railway postoffices 
are in use are three in numbcr. On the 
North Clark and Lincoln avenue line mail 
is carried to Stations A and B: on the Mad- 
ison street line to Stations C, D, and E: and 
on the Milwaukee avenue line to Stations 
F and G. Each of the lines runs two cars 
all day, sending them clear around the loop 
and picking up and dropping mail at the 
stations and the down-town Postoffice. 

The system is not only modeled upon, but 
is an almost exact counterpart of that in use 
on the steam railways. The roads are under 
contract in the same way, and almost the 
same arrangements for carrying out the 
contracts are made. The cars were built by 
the railway companies, and are designed not 
merely fer the transportation of mail mat- 
ter but to hold somewhat the position of sub- 
postofiices, rolling annexes to the main of- 
fice, with a drop for mailing letters and fa- 
cilities for cariceling stamps’ and carrying 
on the cther duties of a postoffice, not for- 
getting the necessary adjunct of a man to 
ao the work. 

The whole plan is arranged to make the 
delay in delivering a letter the least possible, 
and the quickest way to get a letter from one 
part of the city to another is to mail it on 
one of these cars. All mail not so posted is 
of course sorted ate the office where it is re- 
ceived, but that mailed on the cars is sorted 
and the stamps canceled before the end of 
the trip. The improvement of this over the 
old method of transporting the mail by wag- 
ons, Which were designed as carriers only, 
and were never very rapid carriers at that, 
is a worthy object for thoughtful meditation. 


Gain in Time and Frequency. 


The gain in time simply in getting the 
mail matter from the down-town office to 
the stations which has been brought about 
by the substitution of cars for wagons is 
in the neighborhood of twenty minutes on 
each dispatch. This, however, is merely the 
difference in the speed of car and wuagon. 
The real gain from which the chief ad- 
vantage of.the change is derived is in the 
increased frequency of the trips. By the 


old way trips were some héurs apart, not 


more than the number of journeys necessary 
to carry the mail sacks a wagon load ata 
time being taken. Now, with two cars run- 
ning on each line, the mails are taken up and 
delivered at each station every hour. The 
fact that there may not be more than one 
suck for any station makes no difference, 
for the car is obliged to make the trip any- 
way. The rapidity of the mail distribution 
depends not so much on the speed with 
which it travels about the city, though this, 
cf course, is an item of some account, as the 
rapidity with which it can be handled, and 
by increasing the number of despatches the 
matter is made to come in as a steady 
stream of smaller lots. 

The wagons are called into requisition only 
to take the mail sacks from the Postoffice to 
the nearest point of the cable line, and from 
the cable to the station at the other end of 
the trip. Not more than a minute is con- 
sumed in either change, and thé interested 
group which always stops to watch the pro- 
ceedings, though each man in it has prob- 
ably seen the same thing a dozen times be- 
fore, feels hardly repaid for the trouble of 
stopping. Before the cable train has more 
thar slowed down the wagon doors are open: 
the leather mail sacks and the blue and 
white bags in which Uncle Sam seems to 
find such joy, in spite of the fact that they 
soon assume a dirty hue and become blots 
upogp the landscape, are dragged out and 
exchanged for others from the car, and car 
and wagon go on their ways. 

The use of cars instead of wagons entails 
a somewhat larger force of men for carrying 
the mails. It is necessary to provide a man 
for every car as well as those formerly used 
on the wagons. But taking into account all 
sources of expenditure the cost of the two

No Extension Probable. 


In spite of its decided success, and th 

the system is no longer in an capestanenin: 
stage, but has proved itself more rapid and 
in every way better than the old method. it 
is not likely that the near future will see it 
extended to any appreciable amount. itis 
in use nowhere on the South Side though 
there are several lines of cars where it 
might well be applied, and it is not used to 
the extent in other parts of the city that it 
could be. The original idea Was a gradual 
extension of the plan until it took in all 
parts of the city more easily reached by 
cable and electric lines than by any others— 
the stations near the center of the city and 
those farther out not on the suburban steam 
railways. At present the consummation 
of this plan has retired so far into the dim 
future that Chicago's children’s children 
may get their mail in the same way that Chi- 
cago gets it now. At least this is the state- 
ment of the Postoffice authorities. There 
have been rumors to the contrary without 
number. It was said that the original idea 
was about to be carried out in toto, and that 
the South Side lines were about to put mail 
cars into service. But this is denied. 

On the South Side the Illinois Central is 
good enough for us,” said Mr. Troy, the Su- 
perintendent of Railway Mail Service, but 
he admitted that if the street car lines could 
be brought to look upon the idea favorably 
Uncle Sam would find cars on the South Side 
a valuable addition to his force.

SCENES IN 
SOUTH AFRICAN 
DIAMOND DIGGINGS. 


Qdd Features of the Life in the 
Compounds in Which the 
Diggers Dwell. 


Precautions Against Theft—No Trouble 
to Tell the Gems from the 
Pebbles. 


Johannesburg, Dec. 29.—[San Francisco 
Chronicle.]|—There can be no doubt that the 
most interesting sight in the great De Beers 
mine at Kimberly is the compound. «The 
compound of a South African mine, be it 
a gold or a diamond mine, is the place 
where the miners live, the miners being the 
Kaftirs of the native tribes. 

The De Beers compound is a vast triangu- 
lar space, inclosed on each side by a long, 
mud-built shed of one story, furnished with 
an overhanging roof to keep off the sun, and 
cut up into innumerable little rooms. Inthe 
center is a huge bathing tank, while over- 
head, from side to side and from end te end 
of the compound, is a network of wires, the 
meshes being not more than an inch in width. 

Under the porches of the sheds, in the sneds 
themselves, and about the bathing tanxs in 
the center swarm hundreds upon hundreds 
of Kaftirs. It is here for the first time that 
the traveler ‘“‘ up country” sees the Kaffir 
(for under the generic head “ Kaffir’”’ the 
South African groups all the surrounding 
tribes—Basutas, Shangahns, Zulus, Mata- 
beles, etc.) in something approximating his 
original state. Most of them are naked to 
the waist, reckoning from whichever ex- 
tremity you like. 

One of the most surprising things about 
these Kaffirs, especially those that were of 
Zulu origin, was their cleanliness. Fancy 
850 Chinamen huddled together, or even the 
same number of the lower class of almost 
any nationality. . 
were (some of them) nearly naked. They 
lay prone upon the ground in the sun and, 
they cooked and ate some very queer looking 
dishes, but they were wonderfully cleanly. 
"“% throng of them (especially such as had 
just come up from the mine) continually 
gathered about the great bathing tank in 
the center of the compound, and upon going 
into the sheds, in each of which some half 
a dozen slept, there was no preceptible odor, 
not even that of stale bedding. But think 
of the underground dens in our Chinatown, 
think of the condition of the tenements in 
which people who claim to belong to the 
civilized nations dwell. I believe l said as 
much to the timekeeper. 

‘Ah, but you know,” he answered, ‘*‘ the 
Zulus area very superiorrace; they are much 
more intelligent than the Jutch Boers 
you find in Johannesburg. Cleanly ? I 
should say so. Here’s something you can 
tell your paper. You'll néver seea Zulu fin- 
ish a meal without washing his teeth very 
carefully afterwards.” 

‘he Kaftir who is taken on as a miner at 
the De Beers signs a contract whereby he 
allows himself to be kept practically a pris- 
oner for the period covered by his contract 
—a month. During this time he is not al- 
lowed to pass beyond the limits of the mine, 
or to hold communiéation with any outsider. 
He is restricted rigidly to the. precincts of 
the mine itself, and to the compound, an 
underground passage connecting the two 
places having been constructed for this 
especial purpose. He is allowed to use only 
‘‘compound money,” brass tickets, each 
good. for a shilling’s worth of provisions, 
clothes, tobacco, **‘ ginger pop,”’ etc., at the 
compound store. The overhead wire netting 
prevents him tossing diamonds over the 
walls of the compound, to be picked up by 
a confederate or by the nefarious “‘ I. D. B.” 
(illicit diamond buyer). During the time he 
is in the service of the company he is fed and 
clothed at the company’s expense. If he 
falls sick he is cared for at the hospital 
(and an admirable hospital it is), and if 
he is hurt in the mine his wounds are 
dressed and his welfare looked after by the 
company’s surgeon. 

At the end of his month he has the option 
of renewing his contract or throwing it up. 
if he, throws it up he goes into what is called 
the *‘ detention housé.”’ Here he is stripped 
to the skin and remains in that condition 
under constant surveillance for a week. 
Every act of his daily life is performed 
under the eyes of the guards. Stealing dia- 
monds by swallowing them is the most diffi- 
cult and hazardous method a Kaflir miner 
can employ. 

The pulsator where the “pay dirt” is 
treated and where the diamonds are found 
is about a quarter of a mile away from the 
mine itself, anc the work here is done »y 
convict Kaffirs and a few white men. The 
pulsator is a contrivance that by a constant 
oscillating motion stirs out the heavy dia- 
monds from the gravel and sand and rotten 
quartz. As a matter of course, a great deal 
of worthless chaff, bits of gravel, pyrites, 
crystals, and thousands of garnets pass 
through the pulsator along with the dia- 
monds, and all this stuff has to go through 
a final process of sorting, where the dia- 
monds have to be picked out by hand. This 
is the most interesting process of all, for 
you can stand at the sorter’s elbow and see 
him pick up the diamonds with as much un- 
concern as if they were bits of iron. 

I had been told all my life that diamonds 
in the rough looked like ordinary brown 
pebbles, that the inexperienced observer 
would pass them by without a second look, 
and that only. an expert could tell a rough 
diamond when he saw one. It is not so at 
all. After watching the sorters five minutes 
I would undertake to change places with 
any one of them, and in a little while pick 
out diamonds as well as the best. A child 
coulda do the same. The diamonds of the 
De Beers may not look like the cut diamonds 
in Tiffany’s or Shreve’s windows, but they 
certainly do not resemble the brown peb- 
bles that you had been told you must expect 
to see. They are brilliant enough. I don’t 
think any American débutante would take 
them for glass, und the only difference I 
could note between them and the finished 
stone was in the bluntness of the edges and 
in an occasional irregularity of shape. 

The mine itself does not impress one as 
particularly interesting, being precisely like 
other mines which you may have visited. 
There is the same velvet—almost palpable— 
darkness, the same mud and water under 
foot, the same dripping rocks on the walls 
and roof, the same queer tasting atmos- 
phere, the same odd smell of condensed air 
from the pneumatic drills. 

Cars of wet, gray mold and rock pass you 
from time to time, trundling heavily over 
the rails, pushed along by a Kaffir, naked to 
the belt, his perspiring skin gleaming like 
wet silk as the candles flash upon it, or now 
and again you come upon a group of them 
toiling in an open chamber at the end of a 
gallery, boring their laborious way through 
the earth, like so many worms in the heart 
of an oak tree.
